| have a hard time getting 
through 20 sit-ups. Ive heard 
of special vitamins and 
some snack foods that can 
perk you up. Do any of these 
work? What would you recom 
mend to boost sapped 
energy? 


This question and others like 
it come up a lot. It’s not 

only what you eat before 
working out but also your 
nutritional habits in general 
that affect your workout 
performance and energy 
level. There are no answers 
to be found in pills and 
potions, Despite the com- 
mercial bonanza currently 
enjoyed by bee pollen, spiru- 
lina, wheat grass, protein 
powders, and assorted mix- 
tures of vitamins, minerals, 
and amino acids, there is not 
a scrap of scientific evidence 
to prove that any of them 

will give you extra power. 
Anything you feel after 
ingesting them is purely 
psychological. 

We just finished testing 
one such herbal mixture that 
like several energy concoc- 
tions on the market, contains 
the Chinese herb ma huang. 
One group of athletes was 
given the mixture in capsule 
form, while the control group. 
took an identical-laoking 
but totally neutral capsule. All 
the capsules were coded in 
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such a way that not even the 
scientists knew who took 
what, The weight lifters to 
whom | distributed the coded 
capsules all passed their 
previous best by at least one 
lift. But when the codes 
were unscrambled we 
learned that this group had 
swallowed nothing more than 
ground parsley. 

The ma huang mixture did 
turn out to be a mild stimu- 
lant, but | don't recommend it. 
Ma huang will stimulate you 
just like the chemical phenyl- 
propanolamine, an appetite 
suppressant used in popular 
over-the-counter diet pills, 
but after three weeks of tak- 
ing it, your body will adapt 
to the dosage and you will 
have to double it to get the 
same effect. At this point 
t will also raise your blood 
pressure to a risky level and. 
to oversimplify a bit, start 
to exhaust your adrenal out- 
put. In six weeks you will 
be a biochemical mess, 
needing the stimulant just to 
avoid fatigue. More impor- 
tant, despite the slight amount 
of extra energy, we found it 
does not improve athletic 
performance at all 

The right way to boost 
energy for workouts is to use 
optimum nutrition to build 
an energy reserve in your 
body. 

First, remember that you 
are a hairy bag of water. Your 
brain and muscles are three- 
quarters water. Water is the 


Most important, and often the 
most ignored, nutrient in 
your body. A lot of exercise 
fatigue is caused by water 
loss. Recently, Dr. David 
Costill’s Human Performance 
Laboratory, at Ball State 
University, purposely dehy- 
drated runners 2 to 3 percent 
using a diuretic to increase 
the discharge of urine. Even 
that slight amount of dehy- 
dration reduced their perfor- 
mance by 6 to 7 percent 
Be sure to drink water before, 
during, and after workouts. 

Stored energy is the sec- 
ond component of good 
workouts. The muscles of elite 
athletes have more than 
twice the energy found in the 
muscles of the average 
person. This energy exists in 
the form of glycogen, which 
the body can make from 
any food. It makes glycogen 
quickest and easiest, though 
from carbohydrates (sugars 
and starches) 

But different carbohydrates 
will have different effects 
Drs. Keller and Schwartzkopf 
have just published, in Physi- 
cian and Sports Medicine: 
the latest in @ plethora of 
studies that show eating sug- 
ary snacks before exercising 
causes a rapid rise in blood 
glucose, giving you a tempo- 
rary burst of energy that 
then plummets 30 to 60 min- 
utes later. 

The Human Performance 
Laboratory and the Colgan 
Institute in San Diego, Cali- 


fornia, have both shown that 
complex carbohydrates 
(starches) build up muscle 
glycogen approximately 
20 percent better than sugars. 
The problemis, many starches 
have the same yo-yo effect 
on blood glucose as sugars 
do. “Complex carbohydrates 
has become a popular catch- 
phrase for the good stuff, 
but it just isn't that simple. The 
best way to choose your 
energy foods is by using the 
glycemic index,” which 
ranks foods by the degree of 
their effect on blood glucose. 
For power workouts eat 
those foods with the lowest 
glycemic index. These 
include all types of legumes 
(peas and beans), sweet 
potatoes, apples, oranges, 
whole wheat pastas, oats, 
buckwheat, and brown rice 
Avoid sugars, alcohol, white 
potatoes, parsnips, dates, 
raisins, white- or enriched- 
flour breads and bakery 
goods, cornflakes, white rice, 
and all sugared foods. In 
addition, take nutrients that 
enhance muscle-glycogen 
buildup, especially B-complex 
vitamins and the mineral

Last summer in a town on Long Island, teenagers gouged out a 
friend’s eyeballs in a pretty good approximation of human sacrifice 
before parents noticed that something was amiss. News footage of 
local playgrounds showed that satanic graffiti had been spray-painted 
everywhere for weeks prior to the horror, So what did people think?

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PARKLING WINES 
It has been said that you 
iN can have too much cham- 


pagne, but you can never have 
enough. Champagne is the most 
glamorous of wines, and its ap- 
pearance on any occasion, 
whether a formal dinner or a cas- 
ual téte-a-téte, creates an imme- 
diate air of festivity that no other 
wine can match. 

You can buy sparkling wines for 
as little as $4, but the real thing is 
produced in the delimited Cham- 
pagne region, about 90 miles east 
of Paris. Unlike the finest wines of 
Bordeaux and Burgundy, which are 
the products of specific vineyards, 
champagne is a blended wine. The 
cuvée (or blend) includes wines 
from different villages in the 
Champagne region; from different 
grapes—Chardonnay, Pinot Noir, 
and Pinot Meunier; and from re- 
serve wines from previous vin- 
tages. It is the cuvée, which may 
contain 20 to 50 different lots of 
wine, that enables each cham- 
pagne firm to maintain its “house 
style” from one year to the next. 

The cuvée is then bottled, along 
with a measured amount of sugar 
and yeast, This causes a second 
fermentation to take place in the 
bottle, which produces alcohol and 
carbon-dioxide gas; the gas is 
trapped in the bottle, and that’s how 
champagne gets its bubbles. 

This méthode champenoise is 
costly, of course, especially since 
the second fermentation creates 
sediment that has to be disgorged 
from each bottle without losing the 
bubbles. As a result, many of the 
world's sparkling wines are made 
by the bulk, or Charmat, process 
of tank fermentation. The second 
fermentation of the base wine takes 
place in large sealed tanks rather 
than in individual bottles. The re- 
sulting sparkling wine is then drawn. 
off and bottled under pressure, a 
method that is obviously quicker 
and cheaper than individual-bottle 
fermentation. 
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WINE 


There are about two dozen 
champagne firms whose wines are 
readily available in this country— 
among them Bollinger, Krug, Lan- 
son, Laurent Perrier, Moet et 
Chandon, Mumm, Perrier-Jouét, 
Piper-Heidsieck, Pol Roger, Pom- 
mery, Roederer, Ruinart, and Tait- 
tinger. The driest champagnes are 
labeled“ brut.” 

Nonvintage brut champagnes 
sell for about $17 to $22, but many 
of the top brands can be found in 
discount stores in many cities for 
$12 to $15. Dated vintage cham- 
pagnes, made primarily from the 
grapes of a single harvest, cost 
about $5 more. There are, in ad- 
dition, a number of deluxe cham- 
pagnes priced from $30 to $60, 
most of them in specially designed 
battles. Moét's Dom Pérignon is the 
most famous; others include Tait- 
tinger Comtes de Champagne, 
Roederer Cristal, Krug Grande 


Cuvée, Bollinger R.D., and Per- 
rier-Jouét Fleur de Champagne. 
For all of their fame, wines from 
France's Champagne region ac- 
count for less than 20 percent of 
the imported sparkling wines con- 
sumed in this country. There are 
mousseux from France, espumo- 
sos from Spain, spumante from It- 
aly, and Sekt from Germany. In 
France, a number of excellent dry 
sparkling wines are produced 
along the Loire, primarily from the 
Chenin Blanc grape. Examples in- 
clude Bouvet, Gratien, Monmous- 
seau, and Veuve Amoit. Kriter is a 
popular wine made in Burgundy. 
A great deal of dry, attractive, 
and moderately-priced sparkling 
wine is produced in Spain, near 
Barcelona, by the traditional méth- 
‘ode champenoise. Such wines, 
which may be labeled “cava,” are 
good values at $5 to $7, and their 
popularity has increased enor- 


mously in the past five years. Pro- 
ducers include Codorniu, Freixe- 
net, Castellblanch, Segura Viu- 
das, and Conde De Caralt. 

Italy's best-known sparkling wine 
is Asti Spumante. This distinctive 
wine, produced from Muscat 
grapes around the village of Asti, 
in Piedmont, is low in alcohol—un- 
der 9 percent—and quite sweet, 
containing 8 or 9 percent sugar. Its 
intense ripe-fruit flavor and sweet- 
ness make it an excellent accom- 
paniment to desserts. 

The Germans produce a tre- 
mendous amount of Sekt and drink 
most of it themselves. Henkell Ex- 
tra Dry is the best known label here; 
others are Deinhard Lila Imperial 
and Furst von Metternich. 

Actually, most of the sparkling 
wines we consume are made in this 
country, and most of these come 
from California. Well-known Cali- 
fornia sparkling wines include 
those of Almadén, the Christian 
Brothers, Paul Masson, and Wei- 
bel. Two firms that have long spe- 
cialized in premium sparkling wines 
are Korbel and Kornell 

In recent years, a number of 
California wineries have begun to 
specialize in méthode champen- 
oise wines made from the classic 
Chardonnay and Pinot Noir grapes. 
Schramsberg, founded in 1965, 
was the first. More recently Do- 
maine Chandon, owned by Moét- 
Hennessy, and Piper-Sonoma, 
partly owned by Piper-Heidsieck, 
have been producing fine spar- 
kling wines. 

New York has a history of pro- 
ducing sparkling wines, most of 
them made with such native grapes 
as Delaware and Catawba, which 
give them a different taste than 
those from California. Taylor, Great 
Western, and Gold Seal are all fa- 
miliar names. 

There's no need to wait for a 
special occasion to enjoy spar- 
kling wine; the sound of a popping 
cork makes any occasion spe- 
cial—Alexis Bespaloff O+—q 
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"way to the movies. Some of the 
oddest things have happened to 
“Peter Shaffer's plays—Equus a 
-_ few years back and now the cele- 
_ brated Amadeus. What may have 
‘seemed great theater dissolves into 
~ an embarrassment of tricky theat- 
rics, and the promise of deep 
thinking onstage materializes as 
self-evident pseudo profundity be- 
fore the camera. 
Tm not even sure in what way 
Amadeus wants to be taken seri- 
ously. There is, for example, the 
murder plot: Wolfgang Amadeus 
Mozart dies at the age of 36 be- 
cause one Antonio Salieri, a rival 
-eighteenth-century Viennese 
composer, kills him; that is, he se- 


- cretly works Mozart to death writ- 


jing the great Requiem Mass that 
he never lives to finish. It's aclever 
‘notion, but untrue. Mozart died 
while writing, not because of writ- 
ing, the Requiem; and the com- 
mission came not fram Salieri but 
from a nobleman who wanted to 
claim a Mozart piece for his own. 
Then there is the contrast, and 
the ensuing attraction-repulsion, 
between the two men: the child- 
prodigy Mozart, grown arrogant, 
vulgar, lecherous, an artist of ge- 
nius residing inside an almost un- 
approachable “natural” man; Sal- 
jeri, older, industrious, cautious, 


refined, ambitious, inclined to be, 


generous toward Mozart, whose 
music he is cursed to appreciate 
fully bul never remotely to equal. 

That situation sounds like real 
Peter Shaffer material, but in the 
movie it is curiously underdevel- 
‘oped. The love-hatred of Salieri for 
Mozart becomes less a dramatic 
crux than a narrative device for 
framing the story—a story at bot- 
tom not so different from the 
steamier, great-composer biopics 
of movie history. They’ve done 
some psychological updating here, 
however, For example, Mozart is 
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portrayed as sublimating the im- 
ages of his father, Leopold, and of 
his mother-in-law into figures of 
doom in two major operas, (Sali- 
eri, ever the explicator, makes sure 
we understand this.) But on the 
whole he is the traditional artistic 
character—an impetuous, devil- 
may-care Mozart, drinking, screw- 
ing, performing, and composing his 
way to an early (pauper's) grave 
while a stream of imperishable 
masterpieces flows from his pen. 

Of course they are imperishable 
masterpieces, What makes Ama- 
deus surprisingly bearable despite 
its length, the kindergarten char- 
acter analysis, and the too-spec- 
tacular location shooting under 
Milos Forman’s ponderous direc- 
tion is the music. Where everyone 
else's inspiration fails Mozart's 
doesn't. And so with good perfor- 
mances, mainly by the Academy 
of St. Martin-in-the-Fields, under 
Neville Mariner, there is something 
great to listen to every few minutes 
while watching the film. 

As for the acting, Tom Hulce 
plays Mozart like an unkempt col- 
lege sophomore. F, Murray Abra- 
ham makes his Salieri a fastidious 
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F Murtay Abraham as Salieri: The inspiration is Mozart's alone. 


aesthete occasionally brought alive 
by the greatness of Mozart's mu- 
sic. The distinction is grotesque, fi- 
nally, but nothing so grotesque as 
Elizabeth Berridge as Mozart's 
wife, Constanze, who enters the 
Viennese royal court as if fresh off 
the family farm in Kansas. By con- 
trast, Jeffry Jones as royalty in- 
carnate, Mozart's patron, the Em- 
peror Joseph ll, establishes such 
an authoritative breadth of dull- 
ness it makes his scenes the hap- 
piest moments in the movie.

film. A Full Moon in Paris, the lat- 
est in his series of "Comedies and 
Proverbs,” offers no surprises. 
That it is great filmmaking should 
be no surprise either. 

The situation is this: A bright, ar- 
ticulate, desirable young woman 
sets out to chart the course of her 
romantic life and fails. As in Paul- 
ine at the Beach and Le Beau 
Mariage earlier in the series, we 
have a chronicle of confusion and 
personal loss. Itisn’t enough to say 
that Rohmer's girls always get what 
they have coming to them. They 
do, but it is only because they are 
so confident, attractive—and 
young—that their stories classify 
as comedies at all. 

In A Full Moon in Paris, Louise 
(Pascal Ogier) decides to leave her 
boyfriend in the suburbs for the 
(part-time) adventure of life alone 
in Paris. After so much love, she 
explains, “The one experience |'ve 
missed is loneliness.” As it turns 
out, loneliness may be her destiny. 
Of course, Louise is lonely mostly 
in the company of people she can 
talk to. The talk she showers upon 
this slight material—especially with 
her Paris pal, a married writer 
named Octave (Fabrice Luchini), 
another expert in self-deception— 
absolutely makes this movie. 

In return, the movie provides 
enough time for Louise and Oc- 
tave to explain and rationalize and 
otherwise express the finer points 
of their feelings. Louise, an ap- 
prentice designer, wants to make 
fanciful, probably useless, little 
lamps. Octave would like to make 
Louise, but will settle for talking his 
case instead. Such lucid foolish- 
ness must exist only in those cor- 
ners of France occupied by Eric 
Rohmer, an exotic country indeed.

4 bb FROM OUTER SPACE 

Could it be the pot of gold 
at the end of the video 
rainbow? Over 100 channels of 
television programming, a blizzard 
of sports, movies, and adulter- 
ama, are all yours for free if you 
know how to catch them, And if you 
are one of the half-million enter- 
prising Americans who own a home 
satellite receiving system, you al- 
ready know that the way to catch 
them is with a “dish.” 

There are 17 satellites hovering 
22,300 miles above the United 
States. Networks and cable com- 
panies like Home Box Office use 
them to relay their broadcasts to 
local affiliates and to distributors. 
With a receiving dish—which is 
nothing more than a sophisticated 
antenna—and the appropriate 
electronics, you can pluck any of 
these signals off the "birds," as the 
Satellites are dubbed. The video 
menu includes the offerings of pre- 
mium pay channels like HBO and 
Showtime; educational, cultural, 
and foreign-language programs; 
and a plethora of soft-core adult 
entertainment. 

Home satellite systems, also 
called “earth stations,” have sud- 
denly become big business: Sell- 
ing at the rate of 20,000 a month, 
they are the fastest-growing seg- 
ment of the video business. And 
50 far only about 10 percent of the 
market for earth stations has been 
penetrated 

Some 22 million Americans live 
in areas with poor or nonexistent 
TV reception. What's more. the 
great majority of these people live 
in places so scarcely populated 
that cable companies simply pass 
them by. 

It was in these small towns that 
basement tinkerers started this 
grass-roots technology. What they 
were after in the beginning was 
simply a few more channels and 
better reception for Three’s Com- 
pany. But things started changing 
around 1975, when satellites be- 
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gan to relay the burgeoning offer- 
ings of cable and the “super sta- 
tions’—local independents that 
decided to go national by bounc- 
ing their signals off a bird. Sud- 
denly earth stations were appeal- 
ing to a wider audience than just 
video desperadoes, despite the 
somewhat hefty setup cost. 

The average price of acomplete 
earth station has dropped drasti- 
cally in the past four years. It's now 
about $2,500, but it can range from 
$1,500 to $5,000 depending on 
where you live (you need a bigger 
and costlier dish in certain areas 
of the South, for instance). For 


about $2,500, however, you should 
be able to buy everything you need 
to tap the birds. If that sounds ex- 
pensive, bear in mind that it is a 
‘one-time-only cost, unlike cable 
subscription fees, which are bound 
to spiral upward with inflation. 


Ahome satellite station has five 
components. The dish itself is 
made up of two parts: a reflector, 
the large dome that like a giant 
baseball mitt catches the low-pow- 
ered signals coming from the sat- 
elite, and the detector, or feed 
horn, where the signal is gathered. 
The signal then gets a boost on its 
way through a low-noise amplifier 
and moves along to areceiver. Un- 
less you own a monitor you'll also 
require a TV-channel modulator, 
which makes the signal compati- 
ble with a normal TV. Since the dish 
has to be turned and tilted to be 
able to pick up the full range of pro- 
gramming from 17 satellites, a re- 
mote-control positioner, or actua- 
tor, is an integral part of the 
package, too. 

There are variations on this basic 
setup, and options, like stereo re- 
ception, are available. Companies

like Channel Masters, KLM Elec- 
tronics, and R. L. Drake, among 
others, carry the full line of elec- 
tronics and hardware. Your local 
video dealer can provide the nec- 
essary expertise to set it all up. 

Besides delivering an enormous 
amount of programming, satellite 
dishes cut out the middleman, in 
most cases a local cable distribu- 
tor, and bring in a picture that is 
vastly superior to broadcast TV. 
And you needn't live in a rural area 
to be able to reap this benefit. In 
cities, television reception is often 
hampered by interference caused 
by the signal bouncing off tall 
buildings, resulting in such distor- 
tions as ghosts and multiple im- 
ages. Urbanites can catch signals 
with a dish positioned on a roof. 

Although federal law states that 
the airwaves are public property, 
lawsuits filed by cable distributors 
charge that taking pay programs 
for free is video poaching. Legis- 
lation new pending in the House 
and the Senate will attempt to clar- 
ify who's entitled to what. Mean- 
while, the premium pay channels 
are planning a counterstrategy 
against poaching. These compa- 
nies intend to scramble the signals 
coming from the satellite, sell a de- 
coder box, and exact a monthly 
charge for programming. It will be 
‘a costly move—thousands of re- 
gional cable distributors will also 
have to gel decoders—but HBO 
plans to move ahead, perhaps by 
the end of the year. Even so, there 
will still be close to a hundred pro- 
gramming sources available for 
free. 

With the seemingly endless 
viewing possibilities you are going 
to need a satellite-TV guide, and 
luckily there is one to be had. Sat- 
ellite Orbit magazine (Hailey, 
Idaho) features not only informa- 
tion on equipment and technical 
help, but also a 250-page monthly 
guide to the celestial offerings. It's 
appropriately named “The Bird- 
watcher.’—Robert Love +3,

Every Woman Has a Fantasy par- 
lays a nauseatingly standard porn 
plot—‘let's all get drunk and talk 
ur favorite dirt”—into a quirky and 
fairly horny affair, A couple of white 
sluts sit around talkin’: four or five 
white chicks, actually, in an I'll-ell- 
you-mine-if-you'll-tell-me-yours 
therapy group that meets once a 
week, This is a rubber-stamp kind 
of plot, hatched out of minds too 
brain-damaged for originality—in 
fact, | am astounded that minds this 
dull can figure out how to thread 
film into a camera, Sex is just a 
series of episodes, vignettes, en- 
counters, strung together like a 
series of Valium prescriptions, as 
if porn never found a way to go 
beyond the loop. It can get awful 
boring awful quick if something is 
not done to liven it up. 

Something is done, fortunately, 
in the shapes of Rachel Ashley and 
John Leslie, the core couple in this 
flick, Sandra Winters, the woman 
who produced Fantasy, allowed 
Leslie and Ashley to play out their 
relationship like real people, not sex 
machines. Winters doesn't shove 
Rachel into your face like some 
cracker farmer showing off a prize 
sow; the star is developed slowly.

In the course of covering parts 
of several Rolling Stones tours, | 
must have seen Tina do her num- 
ber—caressing, stroking, practi- 
cally giving head to the micro- 
phone—several dozen times. The 
act worked every time, Then there 
were rumors af friction, followed by 
the Turners’ divorce in 1974, The 
next time | saw her, two and a half 
years ago, | was doing an article 
‘on Rod Stewart. We—Rod and a 
small entourage and |—came 
sweeping into a rehearsal studio 
where Tina was breaking in danc- 
ers for her new show. The rumor 
around town was that despite a lack 
of record-company interest Tina's 
show was hot. 

At that time, it had been some- 
thing like a dozen years since I'd 
last seen Tina Turner—and almost 
that long for Rod—and we must 
have been a strangely hilarious 
sight, standing there with our 
mouths hanging open, staring like 
idiots. It wasn't that she was look- 
ing good for her age, which we'd 
estimated beforehand (given a ca- 
reer dating back to 1959 or so) to 
be somewhere over 40. It wasn't 
even a case of our mentally slow- 
ing or stopping the passage of time. 
Tina, wearing a workout pullover 
and one of those short, short, very

short skirts of hers, was looking 
better now than she'd looked in 
1965. Better than she'd looked on 
the Rolling Stones tours. Better, 
really, than any one woman has the 
right to look. 

| recovered a second or two be- 
fore Stewart, who once wrote a 
song called "Hot Legs” and who 
considers feminine lower limbs his 
specialty. When he recovered, Rod 
turned and said, “Look at those 
legs! Tina came over to embrace. 
him and catch up on old times, and 
he was boyishly tongue-tied. 
“Tina,” he finally managed to say, 
“!'m doin’ a show at Madison 
Square Garden this week. Think 
you could come along and sing a 
couple of numbers with me?” 

Making guest appearances with 
Stewart, the Stones, and other 
rock-star pals from her Ike-and- 
Tina days, Tina seemed to be 
cashing in her chips as the early

1980s progressed. But she was still 
unable to convince any major 
American record company that she 
was a valid act for today’s market 
and not a moldy oldie. The record 
execs must have been blind or 
scrunched so far down in their of- 
fice chairs that they were seeing 
her only from the waist up. 

Then something off-the-wall 
happened. When Tina was per- 
forming in England a synth-pop 
band called Heaven 17, which has 
not made much of an impression 
in the United States but has scored 
several British hits, contacted her. 
They wanted her to sing the lead 
vocal for a track on their next al- 
bum. The studio chemistry was 
positive, and in 1983, Heaven 17 
produced a single for Tina, a re- 
vival of Al Green's early-1970s hit 
"Let's Stay Together.” It was a big 
hit: Top Ten in Britain, No. 1 on the 
United States dance and soul

charts, a million-seller all told. 

Suddenly red-hot again, and with 
a brand-new EMI/Capitol record- 
ing contract, Tina's next move had 
to be an album, and fast. “Our 
backs were against the wall, and 
we had to doit quick,” Tina admits. 
But despite the participation of four 
different producers and produc- 
tion teams, and scores of musi- 
cians, Private Dancer is a classic 
Tina Turner album 

One reason is the chances she 
took. She tackled David Bowie's 
grimly shadowy “1984,” and Paul 
Brady's Steel Claw,” a paranoid 
accounting of connections be- 
tween politicians, mobsters, push- 
ers, cokeheads, stars, and suicide 
cases. Mark Knopfler of Dire Straits 
wrote the title tune, “Private 
Dancer,” and stretched it into an 
intense seven-minute rock-and-roll 
jam, with gear-grinding, earth- 
mover guitar by Jeff Beck. A steam- 
bath version of the Ann Peebles 
soul classic “| Can't Stand the Rain” 
was a more predictable but no less 
effective choice. 

Inall, the album touches base at 
a whole lot of different spots along 
the pop spectrum, from soul-tinged 
synthesizer-pop to forceful ballads 
to nuevo-rock to rhythm and blues. 
It's difficult to imagine any other 
singer making such a salad of an 
album hang together, much less 
making it a triumph. 

With her children grown and out 
‘on their own, Tina Turner is back 
‘on the road, living the rock-and-roll 
life. Rehearsals with her dancing 
backup singers help keep her in 
shape, and her shape distracts the 
critics, who are only beginning to 
realize that she is one of pop mu- 
sic’s greatest vocal stylists, a gos- 
pel-rooted soul singer who is also 
an authentic, unabashed rocker. 

But of course there are those 
legs, taking up the back cover of 
Private Dancer. By all means, |ook 
and listen. But as ex-husband Ike 
used to say, you better not touch — 
Robert Palmer Ot 
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Rising Star, a computer 
research company, may 
be headquartered in Torrance, 
California, but Chris Radkowski, its 
president, and most of his staff are 
seldom there. From the comfort of 
his home Radkowski directs his 
staff, scattered from Oregon to 
Vermont, via computer. “From 
where | sit at my terminal, | have 
a spectacular view of the coast- 
line," says Radkowski. “You 
couldn't get me back into a tradi- 
tional office setting with a gun.” 
Radkowski and company are 
telecommuters, part of an esti- 
mated 20,000 to 30,000 people 
who, via microcomputers and tele- 
phone lines, have brought their 
work home. Telecommuters are a 
heterogeneous group, ranging 
from high-level execs to low-level 
programmers doing piecework at 
home. The Center for Future Stud- 
ies at the University of Southern 
California estimates that by 1993 
the number of telecommuters 
clicking away at computers in their 
“electronic cottages” could swell 
to. 5 million 
For the last three years, Michael 
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Castleman, managing editor of 
Medical Self-Care magazine, has 
edited the magazine on his com- 
puter from the comfort of his San 
Francisco home. Meanwhile his co- 
workers click away on their com- 
puters in Austin, Texas, and Point 
Reyes, California. 

“Every time it rains, | watch peo- 
ple dash out of my apartment 
building to their cars and race into 
rush-hour traffic, | stroll from my 
kitchen into my office with this ex- 
treme sense of self-satisfaction,” 
Castleman says. “Telecommuting 
gives me control over my life. | set 
my own hours, so | decide when 
the computer goes on and off." 

‘An analyst for a Boston market- 
research firm who offered some 
candid comments on telecommut- 
ing in exchange for anonymity 
agrees with Castleman, “My first 
allegiance is to myself, I'm not al- 
ways going to be working for 
somebody else. My job is a pay- 
check—nothing more,” he says. 

Nobody monitors me when I'm 
home working at my IBM PC. So 
as long as | do my reports in the 
allotted time, I've plenty of time to 
work on my own business scams 


and nobody is the wiser. Also, Id 
rather spend time with my wife and 
baby than with a bunch of ass- 
holes at the office.” 
Telecommuting is not always a 
glitch-free digital paradise. Some 
telecommuters complain of feeling 
isolated and fear being overlooked 
when it's promotion time. Others 
say they can't really get away from 
their jobs and relax with the com- 
puter ready to run in the next room. 
If you're a telecommuter and 
your wife works outside the house, 
you are the de facto homemaker. 
When the cat gets sick or the 
washing machine breaks down, 
you're the one who takes care of 
it” says Castleman, whose wife. 
‘Anne, is a physician. “It’s a pain in 
the ass. But it’s a trade-off." 
There are ways to deal with the 
problems telecommuting pre- 
sents. Many successful telecom- 
muting programs have telecom- 
muters dividing their workweek 
between office and home to keep 
them from feeling isolated. and 
several companies use ‘elec- 
tronic bulletin boards” that allow 
telecommuters to receive com- 
pany news and gossip via their 


leaving home. 


‘own computers. 

But even these accommoda- 
tions, Radkowski thinks. won't 
make telecommuting work for 
everyone. “You have to be self- 
motivated to make telecommuting 
work. If you're somebody who 
longs for the team or a supervisor 
to provide direction, forget it,” he 
says. "A person has to enjoy his 
home environment. If you're 
somebody who likes to have af- 
fairs at the office, you won't like 
telecommuting. However, if you like 
to fool around with your spouse, 
it's great!” 

Radkowski's comments reflect 
an elite group of computer users 
who can basically write their own 
tickets, But what happens to low- 
level programmers when they start 
telecommuting? 

Some labor unions are con- 
cerned that the electronic cottage 
can all too easily become the elec- 
tronic sweatshop, where all the 
gains are for employers. Catego- 
rizing telecommuters as “part- 
time” frees the company from pro- 
viding benefits. Some unions, in- 
cluding the Service Employees In- 
ternational Union, have banned 
telecommuting for their members. 
9 to 5, The National Association 
for Working Women, fears that 
managers will view telecommuting 
as “a solution to child care.” 

Ironically, the companies whose 
telecommuting programs have 
come under attack from these 
groups report that they have more 
employees who want to telecom- 
mute than they can possibly ac- 
commodate. 

Telecommuting solves some 
problems while it creates others. 
The tangible questions, like em- 
ployee health benefits and pro- 
motions, and the intangible ones, 
like isolation and effects on family 
relationships, will go unanswered 
for awhile. But it is without ques- 
tion that telecommuting is chang- 
ing the way we work and live. —

Yes, we know how you like to 
give books as gifts. A book works 
for everyone on your shopping list, 
it's easier to wrap than a football, 
and it shows you've got class. But 
you don't want to give the sort of 
book that will make your friends go 
glassy-eyed with disappointment. 
Goffee-table humpers for $24.95 
about birds, dogs, and Africa fall 
into this category. Give the kind of 
book you'd like to paw over, 

Two gift items whose covers 
scream “Paw me, paw me!” are 
Kenneth Anger's Hollywood Bab- 
ylon II (Dutton; $19.95) and Wee- 
gee's New York (Grove Press; 
$49.95). A bloody corpse adorns 
the cover of the second, a collec- 
tion of Weegee news-photos that 
is aghoul’s feast of 335 bizarre city 


scenes, mainly from the Depres- 
sion era and mostly depicting 
crime, disaster, and despair. To be 
sure, there is a certain redundancy 
in the squalid subjects recorded by 
this famous news photographer, 
but the raw photographs of New 
York-by-night are so unrelenting (a 
mother whose children are trapped 
inside a burning tenement) and re- 
vealing (society swells at the op- 
era) and poignant (children, circus 
clowns, and sleeping derelicts) that 
even the most prurient reader is 
forced to admire the brilliant en- 
ergy of Weegee’s dreadful craft. 
Who's that elephantine cover girl 
on Hollywood Babyion 1? Ohmy- 
god, it's poor Liz Taylor, looking like 
she's just swallowed Idaho. Maybe 
we're just getting jaded, but this 
new sleaze job about Hollywood 
decadence seems tame com- 
pared with its cover and the book's 
classic predecessor. The tone of 
Anger's scandalmongering couldn't 
be bitchier, and he spills some good 
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Zero eyes Shirley in Hollywood Babylon Il; tame stutt. 


beans on Loretta Young, Alfred 
Hitchcock, and Eunice Pringle. But 
too many of the subjects he skew- 
ers, in racy chapters on drugs, 
murder, suicide, and lust, are peo- 
ple you've never even heard of 
(Eunice Pringle?) and couldn't care 
less about. There are also too 
many bland movie stills among the 
300 photos, with only an occa- 
sional toe-curler like the police 
photos on the “Black Dahlia” mur- 
der case. Oh, what the hell, it's still 
quaint fun. 

If you gave her Patricia Bos- 
worth's biography of Diane Arbus 
for her birthday, better spring for 
Diane Arbus: Magazine Work 
(Aperture; $35) for Christmas. No 
circus freaks in this collection of 
commercial photos, just 141 star- 
tling black-and-white studies of 
celebrities like Mae West, Mar- 
cello Mastroianni, and W. H. Au- 
den—all staring into the camera 
with the most nakedly pathetic 
expressions on their faces. 
Thomas W. Southall’s companion 
text reveals some of the artful, 
often outrageous gambits Arbus 
used to disarm her subjects—she 
really conned Jayne Manstield— 
and records some of the jolts her 
unglamorous photos made on 
publications like Harper's Bazaar. 

David Hockney, who makes art 
that real people like to look at, took 
two years off from painting recent- 
ly to experiment in photography. 
Cameraworks (Knopf; $50) is the 
pricey but extraordinarily charm- 
ing record of Hockney’s little holi- 
day. He started with a Polaroid (no 
kidding), graduated to a Pentax, 
and wound up creating a form of 
photographic collage that looks a 
lot like art. More than 100 of those 
photomontages are reproduced 
here, ranging from cheery multi- 
ple-image studies of his familiar 
swimming pools and palm trees to 
a splendid, unnerving portrait of his 
aged mother, posed among the 
gravestones of a ruined abbey. 

But enough of all this art stuff—

you want to find something for the 
guys on your bowling team. Try 
Working Cowboys (Holt, Rine- 
hart & Winston; $21.95), a rugged 
and, at the same time, very lyrical 
salute to the working-stiff cow- 
punchers and buckaroos who 
make a living on the ranges of the 
modern-day West. Bent on replac- 
ing romantic legend with reality, 
Douglas Kent Halll hung out with a 
lot of guys who still rope steers on 
cattle drives and calve heifers in 
blizzards but who spend more time 
today in their pickup trucks than in 
the saddle. But doggone if he 
doesn't succeed in making these 
cowboys sound just as colorful as 
Duke Wayne. Same goes for the 
book's 100 plainly gorgeous pho- 
tographs of lean-jawed, hand- 
some men staring pensively off 
yonder, or doing interesting things 
to animals. Real macho stuff. 
After all that heavy Xmas shop- 
ping, you owe yourself a present, 
and it better be Exquisite Crea- 
tures (Morrow; $19.95). This col- 
lection of portraits of nude, nearly 
nude, and partly clothed women by 
well-known photographers (Gilles 
Larrain, Robert Mapplethorpe, 
Deborah Turbeville, Roy Volk- 
mann) qualifies as serious body- 
art photography. Among other 
treats, there are some surprisingly 
tender celebrity studies by Map- 
plethorpe (celebrated for his S&M 
stuff), and great torso works of the 
likes of actresses Marisa Beren- 
son and Glenn Close, by Gilles 
Larrain, There are 80 black-and- 
white studies and you deserve 
them all—Marilyn Stasio O+—3, 
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Organized crime has planted 
terrifying time bombs across the land. 
Their deadly explosions will 
poison untold generations of Americans. 


MAFIA WASTELAND

more than two years of secretly taping 

the Mafia, which was insidiously 
spreading its interests from the garbage 
industry into the more lucrative toxic waste 
dumping business, it was time for me to drop 
out of circulation—before it was too late. 

| had been associated with the mob for 
more than a dozen years, spent time with 
them in prison before that, lived with them, 
got laid with them, and was called “Uncle 
Harold” by their kids. But after much thought, 
| went to the FBI and told them | wanted to 
help prevent further movement by organized 
crime into the toxic waste business. 

Maybe it was my conscience. Maybe | 
suddenly got religion. But toxic waste isn't 
loan-sharking, or gambling, or even narcotics. 
It's a whole lot deadlier. And the Mafia got 
into it during the 1970s because of the 
enormous profits from midnight dumping. | 
told the Feds | could hand up some fat 
associates connected to the New York and 
New Jersey crime syndicates, that | was 
tired of bribing politicians and pimping for the 
mob to help them get garbage and toxic 
waste dumping contracts. More than that, | 
didn't have any charges against me, and 
| didn't want to be a party to the murders of 
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T= FBI told me | was burned out. After 


potentially millions of innocent men, women, 
and children who continue to be exposed 
to poison in the water they drink, the air they 
breathe, and the land they live on—thanks 
to the greed of the mob. 

But now | was a burnout. The FBI felt | 
was becoming fatigued after two years 
of being wired, that the risk of a slipup was 
becoming too great, that organized crime hit 
men would soon catch up to me. Then | 
would become just another unsolved murder 
statistic, with two or three mob-style .32- 
caliber slugs in the back of my head—just 
as | had seen the sentencing of others who 
crossed the mob. 

So | agreed to another kind of sentence, 
one that would keep me alive. | entered 
the Federal Witness Protection Program, 
and I've been running ever since. The federal 
marshals have moved me eight times—to 
eight different areas of the country, with 
eight different identities in the last four years. 
The reason is that the mob wants me. Bad. 
They have contracts out for me, because 
| know too much about where, how, and into 
whose hands the big money is flowing from 
the dumping of toxic waste into public lakes 
and sewers, private farms, and even your 
own backyard. More than that, | have told a 
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lot of what | know to law enforcement au- 
thorities and grand juries al] over the 
country. 

The Mafia stumbled into the toxic waste 
business just as some people might slip 
and fall into a sea of mud on their own 
front lawn, only to find out that it's really 
cil oozing from below. They were the same 
major crime families from New York that 
earlier in this century established control 
of garbage disposal through crooked 
Teamsters locals and corrupt politicians. 
They extended their grip on the garbage 
industry by importing large numbers of 
immigrants from Italy and Sicily to work 
their disposal trucks. Their stranglehold 
had fastened onto New Jersey by the late 
1950s. It moved south to Florida, across 
to the Southwest, and into California. 
Along the way, major population areas of 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, Michigan, and 
points west fell under the same Mafia 
domination. 

Make no mistake about it, garbage 
disposal has become big business. The 
underworld controls this business. And 
now it has moved into toxic waste. 

A decade ago the world discovered 
that toxic waste was routinely being 
dumped into landfills along with gar- 

_ bage. The authorities expressed outrage 

and the environmentalists yelled. But the 
Mafia began then to assert the same kind 
of control over toxics it had over gar- 
bage. And just as law enforcement au- 
thorities have been unable to crack the 
mob's monopoly on garbage, they are 
equally helpless against encroachment 
by the same Mafia families into the more 
profitable business of toxic waste dis- 
posal. 

Hundreds of thousands of businesses 
throughout America produce enormous 
quantities of toxic waste daily, from the 
largest chemical and oil companies right 
down to the corner gas station. The fed- 
eral Environmental Protection Agency re- 
ported that 59 million metric tons of haz- 
ardous waste were produced nationwide 
in 1980. Estimates now range as high as 
70 million metric tons annually. 

Not all of this waste has been dumped 
in New Jersey, or in the Ramapo, Al Turi, 
and other landfills of New York's Rock- 
land and Duchess counties, or in the up- 
per Hudson River, or the New York City— 
owned landfills of Queens and Staten Is- 
land, or in the old mine shafts of Wilkes 
Barre, Pennsylvania, or even in the seem- 
ingly serene woodlands of the Poconos 

Most toxic waste is disposed illegally 
because it's cheaper to pay the mab to 
do it. Passage of stricter federal and state 
anti-dumping laws and growing public 
consciousness of the problem have had 
little effect. The mob controls many unions 
and trucks that carry toxic waste, just as 
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@Chris Roselle was a top New Jersey 
mobster, but in December 1980 he became just 
another casualty in the garbage wars.

it controls landfills. Laws and regulations 
which deal with licensing of truckers who. 
transport toxic waste across state lines 
are so weak that little attention is paid, 
for example. to refrigerated food trucks, 
which sometimes carry drums of the most 
dangerous chemicals known to mankind. 

Testimony given at a hearing before the 
New York State Select Committee on 
Crime told of meat trucks hauling toxic 
waste from New York to rural areas of In- 
diana. The same trucks, after stopping in 
Chicago, returned to Eastern markets with 
loads of ham and beef. Others have told 
of loaded produce trucks from the South 
coming to New York and New England 
markets and returning with toxic waste 
drums to be dumped in the woods of 
Georgia and South Carolina. 

Jeremiah McKenna, counsel to the New 
York crime committee, told a U.S. Senate 
committee probing organized crime last 
year about surveillance by New York State 
authorities of one garbage landfill serv- 
ing also as a burial ground for toxic waste. 
McKenna gave this answer to the ques- 
tion of where much of the hazardous ma- 
terial goes and how it is dumped 

“They watched garbage being illegally 
disposed of, and they watched toxic 
waste being disposed of. A garbage 
dump is a beautiful place to dispose of 
toxic waste. Garbage absorbs toxic waste 
and liquid waste very readily, It's like a 
sponge. Every day in the garbage dump 
they compress the garbage. They cover 
it over with 6 to 12 inches of dirt, so you 
start building layers of garbage on top of 
wherever you dump the toxics, making it 
almost impossible to conduct an inves- 
tigation after that without doing all sorts 
of borehole drilling ¢: 

The same formula is still being used at 
hundreds of other garbage landfills 


across the country by, for example, as- 
sociates of the Genovese crime family in 
Clearwater, Florida, and the Colombo and 
Gambino families in Newport Richey, 
Florida. Mafia elements commingle gar- 
bage with toxic waste in suburban land- 
fills of Detroit, Chicago, Los Angeles, At- 
lanta, and other major population centers. 

The effects of such activity are so 
widespread that they already touch every 
citizen—either as hostages of garbage 
collectors backed by notorious mobsters 
or as victims of the perils of toxic waste. 
For example, chemicals and other haz- 
ardous materials are commonly dumped 
into mob-controlled garbage landfills on 
the same earth that is supposed to sup- 
port life now and in the future. Or it's 
poured unconscionably by midnight 
dumpers into sewers or into our most 
valuable natural resources—rivers, 
farmlands, forests, and the oceans. 
Needless to say, the profits for the Mafia 
from such forms of disposal, as com- 
pared to the far more expensive but en- 
vironmentally proper and technologically 
sophisticated methods of disposal, are 
enormous. 

Thus, the mob directs the waste dis- 
posal industry that is essential to every 
one of us. But this is not just some mob- 
dominated victimless crime, such as 
prostitution, bootlegged alcohol, or ille- 
gal gambling. Nor does this involve the 
buyer's choice, such as in drug traffick 
ing or loan-sharking. In addition, there is 
always the very real possibility of some 
solid citizen who just hocked his future 
for $60,000 so he could buy his dream 
house. All of a sudden somebody comes 
to him and says, "Good-bye, Charlie, your 
water's polluted. There's a landfill under 
your house where the Mafia dumped toxic 
waste for the last five years.” 


Who are these people and what right 
do they have to hold entire communities 
hostage? What right do they have to dic- 
tate garbage disposal rates and force 
their will on a helpless public with the as- 
sistance of such stooges as mob-ap- 
pointed trade waste associations? 

The small garbage operator with one 
or two trucks, the son of the immigrant 
from Italy or Sicily, isn't a member of an 
organized crime family. But he takes or- 
ders from the mob. He has no choice. He 
can't get out because garbage collection 
is all he knows. Besides, they won't per- 
mit him to get out. He has become a vic- 
tim of mob fear tactics. Once the syndi- 
cate controls a city's garbage industry, 
it's almost got contral of the city. And when 
it finishes bribing the politicians, it almost 
owns the city. In my years as a garbage 
and toxic waste negotiator for Mafia in- 
terests, | bribed scores of politicians to 
help solidify garbage contracts. 

As for the little garbage operator, if he 
doesn't fall in line the mob enforcers will 
firebomb his truck. That has occurred 
many times. If he still resists, they'll break 
some of his bones. The next time around 
they might put out a contract on the guy. 
Scores of garbage haulers, landfill op- 
erators, crooked politicians, and union 
officias—and even mobsters who have 
competed for garbage territories—have 
died violently, especially in New York and 
New Jersey. These gangland-style mur- 
ders have remained unsolved. 

This control ot the garbage business 
was the ingredient that turned toxic waste 
into an overnight comstock lode for the 
crime families. They already controlled 
the truckers and their Teamsters locals. 
They either owned or controlled disposal 
sites. Politicians and cops were being 
paid off, where necessary. And most im- 
portant, they “owned” the waste-pickup 
territories. Within these territories are the 
companies that generate toxic waste. The 
real bonanza 1s from the Fortune 500 
companies that daily manutacture huge 
quantities of toxic waste. Big business has 
indeed produced a jackpot for the Mafia. 

Over the years, companies whose 
names read like a “Who's Who of Amer- 
ican Industry” have generated tons of 
some of the deadliest toxic waste imag- 
inable that if incinerated, recycled, or 
neutralized would cost them consider- 
ably more than having it buried—know- 
ingly or unknowingly—in some landfill a 
hundred yards away from a public school, 
or a senior citizens village, or a new one- 
family housing community. Of course, the 
cost of proper disposal would entail in- 
creasing the prices of the products they 
make, And since the private enterprise 
system thrives on price competition, any 
reduction in profits would not serve the 
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In their new book, Poisoning For Profit 
(to be published by William Morrow), 
Professors Alan Block, director of re- 
search for the New York State Senate 
Select Committee on Crime, and Frank 
Scarpitti, former president of the 
American Society of Criminology, ex- 
plore the terrible ramifications of the 
Mafia's control of toxic waste dis- 
posal. In their concluding chapter, they 
discuss whai—if anything—decent 
citizens can do to protect themselves 
and future generations from this curse. 


With many millions of metric tons of 
hazardous waste produced each year 
in the United States, we must examine 
the real impact of statutes designed 
to protect the land, water, and human 
health. Effective enforcement is diffi- 
cult, in part because it is viewed with 
ambivalence, not just by illegal dump- 
ers, but also by government officials 
and businessmen. 

Some businessmen believe that they 
cannot comply with the nation’s envi- 
ronmental laws or, more precisely, that 
compliance would simply be too ex- 
pensive. According to Alexander F 
Giacco, the chairman, president, and 
chief executive officer of Hercules, 
Inc., "When you're in the chemical in- 
dustry and you're facing a litigious so- 
ciety, you... face the possibility of 
almost a bankrupicy over something 
that you had. almost no control over, 
something that happened years ago, 
and something that you can't define 
even today.” Since the mid-1970s, 
when more stringent controls were 
placed on the dangerous and indis- 
criminate disposal of toxic wastes, a 
number of business executives (in- 
cluding Hercules’ chief) and even 
some government officials have 
warned that companies might retal- 
iate by moving their plants outside the 
United States. In so doing, they would 
avoid our environmental laws and, os- 
tensibly, operate with impunity in lo- 
cations that ignore the environmental 
and health effects of industries pro- 
ducing hazardous wastes. 

Of course, such moves would rob 
the nation of tens of thousands of 
jobs—an eventuality sometimes 
Spitefully called the “price people must 
pay” if they insist on a healthy envi- 
ronment. It is difficult to know how se- 
rious these threats are or what role 
other factors play in deciding where 
to locate an industrial plant, but a study 
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by the Conservation Foundation does 
indicate that some organic-chemical 
producing companies have shifted 
their operations overseas. In addition, 
the study points out that environmen- 
tal regulations have curtailed new 
plant construction and even dis- 
rupted the manufacture of some 
products having toxic, dangerous, or 
carcinogenic waste substances, Al- 
though plant cutbacks are indicative 
of the obvious economic repercus- 
sions of environmental law enforce- 
ment, they must be weighed against 
the consequences of having no 
meaningful enforcement. 

Perhaps this can best be done by 
looking at the results of rampant and 
untrammeled industrialization in a for- 
eign location that some American in- 
dustries might find attractive. Cubato, 
Brazil, is the home of 24 petrochemi- 
cal factories that help make it that na- 
tion's most polluted town—belching 
some 800 tons of toxic gases into the 
atmosphere every day. In fact, the air 
pollution is so severe that authorities 
do not even attempt to measure it 
since the instruments cannot with- 
stand the corrosion. The residents of 
Cubato, now the site of Latin Ameri- 
ca’s most important petrochemical 
complex, have had a lethal “red rain” 
to contend with for the past 25 years, 
killing all vegetation in the area and 
spreading numerous ailments among 
them. Children die by the thousands 
in what is known as the “Valley of 
Death,” the area within the industrial 
zone where the impoverished live. The 
city also holds what must be the world 
record for the number of children born 
with total or partial absence of a brain. 

It is unlikely that America’s future will 
ever be as bleak as Cubato’s, al- 
though we are sitting on ticking time 
bombs that grow more dangerous as 
our waste production continues to in- 
crease and our laws remain weak and 
ineffectively enforced. If this situation 
persists, our country will face ex- 
tremely serious problems until the toxic 
waste issue is taken seriously and 
made an important national priority. 
One step in that direction is simply to 
enforce the laws that now exist. This 
is not always done; in fact, enforce- 
ment may more often be the excep- 
tion than the rule 

Another step toward more effective 
handling of the problem is to increase 
the penalties for illegal waste dump- 
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length and 
curve, they

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Cleveland, Ohio, said Billy Idol 
with relish, is a rock-and-roll 
outpost where groupies wait 
with fanatic patience for a 
glimpse of passing punk an- 
gels. The peroxided blond 
singer dressed in a shredded 
leather vest with cockscomb- 
cut hair recounted how he had 
been taking a rehearsal break 
with a few members of his 
band in a modest bar-restau- 
rant across from the concert 
hall. Within minutes the group- 
ies (“dodgey birds,” Billy calls 
them) started streaming into 
the empty restaurant, desper- 
ately vying for tables. Soon the 
establishment was humming 
with activity. Female eyes 
ogled the lanky boy with rose- 
bud lips. One long-legged 
lovely, a teenage fantasy 
seemingly incarnated from one 
of his hit singles, walked by 
and Billy leaned toward her 
and asked, “| wonder if by any 
chance you might be into some 
unhealthy sex?" 

She answered him with a lu- 
rid smile, 

“Great,” said Billy, with an 
equally lurid grin, “let's go 
down to the men's toilets.” 

He stood up proudly, ready 
to claim this fleshy dividend of 
success. Winking at his drum- 
mer and keyboardist, he strut- 
ted from the table, swagger- 
ing toward the dim flight of 
steps that snaked down to the 
rest rooms. With no further 
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word, the young woman trailed 
after him, gliding without hes- 
itation through the door marked 
Men. As they squeezed into a 
cubicle together, she auto- 
matically dropped to her knees 
and, with Billy unzipping, 
spoke for the first time. Look- 


ing up at him doe-eyed, she 
asked, “Will you sing ‘Rebel 
Yell’ for me?” 

Moments later, on the upper 
level, members of his band 
heard the booming “more, 
more, more” refrain of his Top 
40 single.

Billy Idol is one of the last of 
a dying breed of authentic 
punk rockers from England. A 
former member of the noto- 
rious, so-called “Bromley 
Contingent,” which spawned 
sex-and-drug rockers like 
Johnny Rotten and the Sex 
Pistols, this 28-year-old expa- 
triate who lives in New York City 
has developed into one of to- 
day's most visible and easily 
identifiable rock entertainers. 
His controversial success is 
due in great part to his videos, 
which are laced with eroti- 
cized images of violence, 
bondage, and Satanism, and 
are among the most popular 
on MTV. For the better part of 
the past three years he has had 
three albums bouncing around 
the charts, as well as five hit 
singles. 

Billy Idol’s latest hit_ song, 
“Eyes Without a Face,” 
smashed through to the top 
five, while the album Rebel Yell 
made it to the top six. Under 
the guidance of Bill Aucoin, the 
rock manager whose confec- 
tionary wizardry got millions of 
American teenagers hooked 
on the taste of Kiss, Billy Idol 
has been accused of slipping 
his subversive aesthetics to 
America’s youth: 

“But I'm really too obvious to 
be subversive,” Billy points out. 
“Somebody like Wayne New- 
ton is the one who is subver- 
sive. He'll sing any old clap- 
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trap just so you'll like him. He's the one 
who's really dangerous.” 


It is 11 pm. and Billy Idol and his entou- 
rage are having dinner at Carumba, a 
trendy, fast-track restaurant in Manhat- 
tan's tenderloin district, where the mar- 
garitas are made to sting the senses. A 
young woman who has had one too many 
begins taunting Billy about his “bal- 
locks.” More than a little bored with her 
coyness, he says, “All right, have a look 
at them.” 

He stands up and drops his tight black 
trousers. 

Unfortunately, the woman is not the only 
one to thrill at the display of Billy's jewels. 
In the general commotion that follows, a 
large man at a table across the restau- 
rant rushes over, forceably embraces the 
rock star, and plants a kiss on his cheek. 
As Billy struggles to break free, the table 
goes over and its glass top shatters. The 
next morning the incident makes the New 
York papers. It is reported that during the 
melee, Idol shouted, “I'm a big shot from 
England,” and that the man responded, 
“|'m a big shot from Brooklyn.” This story 
infuriates Billy. “I'd never say, ‘I'm Eng- 
lish, I'm a big shot.’ If you're English, you 
don't even have to say you're a big shot.” 


Backstage in a communal dressing room 
at the Warner Theater in Washington, 
D.C., the four other members of Billy Idol's 
band have just finished donning their tat- 

. tered leather garments, spiked brace- 
lets, and studded belts, and are ready to 
stage the sense of rage that Idol feels is 
keeping us all prisoners. Tommy Price, 
the group's compact, curly-headed 
drummer, and Steve Stevens, Idol's gui- 
tarist and songwriting partner, are pelt- 
ing each other with fistfuls of cocktail nuts. 
The room is raining cashews as Billy Idol 
strides in, fresh from shaving. His hair, 
newly bleached the previous evening 
when his punk needed to be honed for 
an important photo session, forms a 
spiked halo around the doomed patri- 
cian beauty of his face. He is decked out 
in his trusty nihilistic trappings: gold cru- 
cifix earrings, a large silver cross swing- 
ing from a long chain around his neck, 
phosphorescent rosary beads. “Fifteen 
minutes,” he announces in a deep, husky 
voice as he stalks about the room. In a 
moment of mischief, he reaches into a 
gray tote bag, rooting through face 
creams and torn leather gauntlets to draw 
out a studded leather whip. He takes a 
large cracking windup and flails the floor. 
“Oh darling, more!" cries his lovely 
Southern female keyboardist, Judi Do- 
zier, while Steve Webster, the soft-spo- 
ken bass player, snickers. 

The whip is a memento from one of their 
recent tours, thrown up onstage by an 
ardent 16-year-old. One of those fans 
“from Hewlett, Long Island, who wear 
those mesh shirts and rub their breasts 
under my nose,” Billy recalls with relish. 
He carries the whip with him wherever he 
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goes, although he fervently denies 
charges that he is a misogynist. In Roch- 
ester, New York, this past summer, Idol, 
through his attorneys, pleaded guilty to 
aharassment charge. He was fined $250 
as a result of an incident outside his hotel 
room last December involving a 20-year- 
old woman. 

Suddenly, the road manager enters the 
dressing room to inform Billy that the band 
must go on almost immediately. The hall 
has union rules that dictate when a head- 
liner must begin playing after the backup 
band stops. Delays may mean penalties 
of thousands of dollars. “Don't talk to me 
about money when I'm about to go on,” 
Billy cries. “| said 15 minutes. If they want 
it different, I'll cut out three songs from 
the end. Rock and roll has no time 
limit..." The room has fallen still as he 
turns briskly toward his band. “All right, 
from now on we play no more union ven- 
ues. The bastards. The wankers.” 

Regardless of stage rules, the 15 min- 
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The girl dropped to her 
knees in the men’s toilet and 
spoke to Billy for 
the first time: “Will you sing 
‘Rebel Yell’ for me?” 
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utes elapse, and finally Idol's signature 
music, the theme to The Man From 
U.N.C.L.E., is piped through the concert- 
hall speakers. The band enters, prank- 
ishly carrying guitarist Stevens onstage. 
They withdraw to their instruments, and 
the set opens with “Baby Talk.” The song, 
Billy later explains, is about how things 
seemingly inconsequential can have real 
meaning. Although his audience is 
speckled with fans sporting leather 
gloves, studded wristbands, and punk 
haircuts, the majority of the crowd is 
young and clean-cut. Ido! also attracts 
the kind of costume folk who sold out so 
many Friday-night showings of the Rocky 
Horror Picture Show. In the darkness of 
the rows dozens of white female “brides” 
pay homage to the main character in his 
Most popular video, White Wedding. 

As he sings his big hits “Dancing with 
Myself,” “Hot in the City," “Rebel Yell,” 
and “White Wedding,” the crowd pum- 
mels the air with their fists. Billy's re- 
sponse to his audience frequently 
changes in spirit. His pretty, bad-boy 
countenance twists, his lips curl into a 
snarl, as he lurch-dances through a maze 
of electrical cards, lyrics projecting an 


angry sense of rage and injustice. Hardly 
all personal charm and sexual provoca- 
tion, Billy can get downright mean. 
“There's not enough image in rock 
groups,” he claims. “Looking different and 
acting different should reflect what a 
band’s music is.” After all, the essence 
of punk has never been to please. 

Guards have been hired to enforce a 
strict no-dancing-in-the-aisles rule, a fire 
department precaution. In the wings, the 
road manager is noticeably worried. He 
knows Billy will encourage the audience 
to dance and so risk liability. Sure enough, 
a moment later Idol runs his right hand 
provocatively over his upper left arm 
stroking the tattoo, “Oktobriana,” the 
proud female warrior who became the 
underground cartoon symbol of Soviet 
discontent. He asks his audience to 
throng the aisles. While the security force 
runs amok trying to quell the stomping 
teens, he raises his fist and declares em- 
phatically, “| love you." Later he will ex- 
plain that “ ‘I love you’ doesn’t mean you 
can take advantage of me. | love but be- 
ware." 


Born the son of a traveling salesman in 
Stanmore, England, Billy Idol (né William 
Broad) spent four years of his childhood 
in Rockville Centre, Long Island, where 
his father worked for the Blue Point Laun- 
dry. When his family returned to England, 
they first lived out in the country before 
eventually moving to Bromley, a suburb 
southeast of London. A conventional boy, 
Billy was even a member of the British 
Boy Scouts who roamed their local 
neighborhoods on “Bob-a-Jobs,” earn- 
ing tips for house and yard labor, which 
they then gave to charity. Of this boy- 
hood public service he recalls many cus- 
tomers who got away with paying him a 
meager shilling for a day's worth of work, 
Itwas then that he began to reflect on the 
“paltriness of the adult world.” Soon after, 
he began teaching himself the guitar. 

In 1976, a student of English at the Uni- 
versity of Sussex, Billy made the 60-mile 
trek to London one weekend. There, for 
the first time, he saw the then current out- 
rage of Great Britain, the Sex Pistols, play 
the 100 Club in Oxford Street. Miracu- 
lously, their music embodied many of his 
own ideas. William Broad soon changed 
his name to Billy Idol. (“! can be an ‘idol’ 
just by calling myself one—that's how 
flimsy it all is.") Along with bass player 
Tony James, the newly christened Idol 
was inspired to fire up his own group: 
Generation X. 

Generation X was an instant sensation. 
They played only one live gig before they 
were offered a worldwide recording con- 
tract by Chrysalis’s high-rolling cochair- 
man Terry Ellis. Their first album, called 
Generation X, produced an immediate hit, 
“Your Generation,” which was a taunting 
parody of The Who's “My Generation.” 
Although criticized by the English music 
press as “teeny-punk,” Generation X was 
considered more upbeat in tone than the

ehmet Ali Agca 
shot and very 
nearly killed the 
Pope, John Paul 
lin St. Peter's Square on 
the afternoon of May 13, 
1981. Within two days Ital- 
ian magistrates found evi- 
dence of an organized plot, 
yet the theory of Agca as 
Mosler fanatic and lone 
terrorist killer continued. 
The CIA, the Reagan 
administration, even the 
Vatican, all were loath to see 
a larger design. No one, it 
seemed, was interested, 
despite the possibility that 
here was the biggest, most 
daring conspiracy of our 
times. 


American foreign corre- 
spondent in her mid-fifties, 
the mother of two, and now- 
adays living in Rome, Ster- 
ling had reported on Euro- 
pean, Middle Eastern, and 
Asian affairs for over thirty 
years for The New York 
Times, Reader's Digest, the 
Washington Post, and In- 
ternational Herald Tribune. 
Her book The Terror Net- 
work (1981) carefully traced 
the connections among 
terrorist groups around the 
world, and now, refusing to 
accept official scenarios, 
she insisted there was more 
to the assassination at- 
tempt than met the eye. Her 
own scenario, after a year

and a half of investigation, 
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proved compelling, if complicated: 
“The Turkish mafia, operating out of 
Sofia under tight Bulgarian control, 
had picked the suitable hit man and 
provided suitable cover to all ap- 
pearances, this would be an inter- 
national right-wing conspiracy, as 
remote from the Soviet Union as half 
a century of political folklore could 
make it.” 

As for motivation, everything 
pointed to Moscow. Yet Sterling's ar- 
gument went further to include 
charges of “a monumental cover-up." 
She claimed her investigation was 
being systematically thwarted by the 
US. intelligence community. Relent- 
less reporters like herself had come 
to be regarded “as an international 
menace, threatening peace among 
nations if not the entire planetary or- 
der.” Why? Because U.S. and other 
Western officials would rather not 
know about Russian complicity, 
partly in anticipation of another sum- 
mit conference, partly out of a reluc- 
tance to admit Soviet ties to inter- 
national terrorism. 

A series of semiofficial leaks 
seemed to justify Sterling's allega- 
tion, and with the publication of her 
book, The Time of The Assassins 
(published by Holt, Rinehart & Win- 
ston), last winter, there were further 
denials despite coverage in virtually 
every major newspaper in America. 
In a Christmas visit to Agca’s cell, 
the Pope forgave his assailant (photo, 
right), Six months afterward, in June 
1984, however, the Italian judiciary 
filed its long-awaited report based 
on over 25,000 pages of documen- 
tation. The report's conclusions? That 
the Bulgarian secret services had 
indeed recruited Agca to shoot the 
Pope in a plot to weaken the Soli- 
darity movement in Poland. Al- 
though the KGB was not mentioned 
by name, unmistakably clear was the 
suggestion that “some political fig- 
ure of great power took note of this 
grave situation and, mindful of the 
vital needs of the Eastern bloc, de- 
cided it was necessary to kill Pope 
Wojtyla.” 

For William Safire, writing in The 
New York Times, it had all come to a 
head: “Now that the proof is about 
to be laid on the table ... what is 
President Reagan's Foreign Intelli- 
gence Advisory Board doing to find 
out why President Reagan was mis- 
led by the CIA on the most important 
terrorist plot in modern history?” For 
Secretary of State George Schultz, 
noting the mounting evidence, the 
attempted assassination was an ex- 
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@Killing the Pope would have eliminated 
the only man capable of generating real strength behind the 
Solidarity movement throughout the Soviet Bloc.® 


ample of “state-sponsored terror- 
ism," and an angry CIA Director Wil- 
liam Casey quickly removed the 
agency's top spy in Italy for trying to 
sabotage the Italian investigation. 
Sterling, it seemed, had been vin- 
dicated, and within weeks she was 
summoned to the White House to be 
debriefed by high-ranking represen- 
tatives of the CIA, National Security 
Council, Department of Defense, at- 
torney general's office, and the 
president's legal staff. 

To sort out the implications of Ster- 
ling's lonely investigation, its ramifi- 
cations and possible truths, Pent- 
house sent journalist Peter Manso to 
talk with the reporter immediately 
after the publication of her book and 
then, later, in the wake of her vindi- 
cation. Manso comments: "My initial 
assumption was that Sterling was a 
typical neo-conservative burying a 
leftist past, since she'd freely admit- 
ted to a youthful Party membership. 
But aside from registering at her ho- 
tel under a precautionary pseudo- 


nym, she displayed none of the hys- 
teria usually found in cold warriors. 
On the contrary, unlike most jour- 
nalists ‘working’ a story from either 
the right or left, she refused to get 
locked into a scenario, and flexibil- 
ity, not stubbornness, marked our 
exchange. Our second meeting, 
months later, went the same way. Her 
thesis may not be airtight, and ulti- 
mately it may never be verifiable, but 
there's no denying the clear, un- 
swerving focus of her account, which 
is nothing if not provocative. Here, as 
well as in her writing, her refusal to 
take shortcuts makes it only more 
sobering.” 


Penthouse: The great surprise, the 
revelation in your book was that 
Mehmet Ali Agca, the Turk who shot 
the Pope, did not act alone. What 
made you think that the story went 
far beyond the crazed lone assassin 
theory? 

Sterling: On the day the Pope was 
shot | was in Los Angeles finishing 
my promotion tour for my earlier 
book, The Terror Network. Since it 
included a chapter on Turkish ter- 
rorism | was the only source any- 
body could think of who might be 
able to explain Ageaa. | just went 24 
hours straight—doing television, ra- 
dio, and wire service interviews— 
since there was such a tremendous 
response on the day of the shooting. 
Then in late September 1981, four 
months later, the presiding judge in 
Agca’'s trial published a 50-page 
“Statement of Motivation” saying that 
Agca was neither crazy nor 4 reli- 
gious fanatic but rather a profes- 
sional hit man, adding, “In our ef- 
forts to find who sent him we have 
run into an impenetrable barrier of 
silence.” 


Penthouse: So you took the bit be- 
tween your teeth? 

Sterling: Of course, and there were 
two press scenarios guiding me. One 
quoted the examining magistrate: 
“For us there is documented proof 
that Agca did not act alone.” The 
other from The New York Times of the 
same date, May 15, said, “Police are 
convinced according to government 
sources that Agca acted alone.” 
Then | went to Agca’s trial in July 
1981, just two months later. It was a 
quick trial, lasting only 48 hours, and 
the state prosecutor came out with 
this incredible harangue: “Agca was 
a loner, a delirious ideologue, a fa- 
natic Moslem who came from no- 
where.” Agca got life imprisonment, 
but then Judge Santiapichi, the pre- 
siding judge and a very honorable 
man enormously respected 
throughout Italy, published the 
court's verdict and in explaining it 
totally reversed what the prosecutor 
had said. The prosecutor, though, 
would not introduce evidence indi- 
cating anything except that Agca 
had fired the gun, and that's when | 
thought, “I've gotta find out why.” | 
had no idea what was going to come 


out in Agca’s confessions. Only later 
did | learn that when he was seized 
in St. Peter's Square, he had the tele- 
phone numibers of five Bulgarians in 
his pocket. 

Penthouse: What had you found out 
about Agca himself? 

Sterling: He was a very repressed, 
inward-looking, tormented kid. After 
he went off to the university at An- 
kara, he had no known source of in- 
come except a small allowance from 
the state, Somebody took his en- 
trance exams for him: In fact, there's 
no record of his taking any exams. 
Penthouse: And his political activi- 
ties as a student? 

Sterling: None. He was registered at 
the University of Ankara in 1977 and 
1978 when terrorism was raging and 
students were killing each other in 
the dormitories. His name never 
cropped up in connection with any 
kind of violent action on the campus. 
Penthouse: The conclusion being 
that he had no political commit- 
ments? 

Sterling: Or else he was keeping out 
of the limelight, being kept quiet by 
others who were paying him and 
didn't want him identified. Nobody 


knows where his money came from. 
Yet after leaving Ankara for Istanbul 
where he also was registered as a 
student, he lived very high. He 
moved from one expensive hotel to 
another, ate in the best restaurants, 
wore fancy suits and gold watches. 
In Istanbul, though, there's again no 
academic record. He was a blank, a 
zero until, two years before he shot 
the Pope, he confessed to the mur- 
der of Abdi Ipekci, Turkey’s most re- 
spected journalist. 

Penthouse: Were there links to the 
Bulgarians at that point? 

Sterling: Abdi Ipekci was a Social 
Democrat, a man of the center who 
was fighting an almost solitary battle 
against both the extreme left and 
right wing. He was gunned down in 
his car on February 1, 1979, and 
Agca was arrested on an anony- 
mous tip. There was no real evi- 
dence against him, just a faint re- 
semblance to an identikit sketch, yet 
Agea—this tough, ambitious kid— 
confessed right off the bat and 
claimed he did it alone. There’s no 
question that he probably partici- 
pated but he certainly did not act 
alone, as the minister of the interior 
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who supervised the interrogation con- 
firmed. In fact the Turkish military tribunal 
has recently issued a new indictment of 
11 people—some of them were Gray 
Wolves, Turkey's right-wing terrorists. But 
it turns out Ipekci was murdered be- 
cause he was investigating the Turkish 
mafia, so it wasn't a political hit at all 
Nonetheless, Agca was prepared to take 
the fall. He was paid to do so and was 
promised he'd be let out of prison—and 
he was. Five months after his arrest he 
escaped while dressed in a military uni- 
form, passing eight heavily guarded 
doors, the guards themselves having 
been paid. We now know this because 
the Turkish godfather, Bekir Celenk, the 
head of the Turkish mafia, has admitted 
that he had Agca taken straight to Bul- 
garia after the escape. It was when he 
went back to Bulgaria in summer 1980 
thal he supposedly received an offer of 
2 million marks to kill the Pope. But the 
basic story Agca himself told was that in 
Sofia Celenk personally presented him to 
three Bulgarian agents and was respon- 
sible for his connections in Munich, Brus- 
sels, London, Frankfurt, and Milan. In 
Rome several additional meetings took 
place in the home of one of the Bulgari- 
ans where they worked out the assassi- 
nation strategy. 

Penthouse: The three agents were Ser- 
gei Antonov, plus the assistant military 
attaché, Todor Aivasov, and Zhelyo Vas- 
ilev, the treasurer of the Bulgarian em- 
bassy? 

Sterling: Yes, but Antonov cidn't have the 
diplomatic status of the others since he 
was deputy director of the Bulgarian-air- 
lines. Agca said they went together to St. 
Peter's Square for three dress rehearsals 
and then on the day of the hit all met near 
the railroad station; it was understood that 
Agca would meet them outside the Co- 
lonnades after the hit. 

Penthouse: Wasn't Agca actually 
grabbed by a nun after he fired the gun? 
Sterling: Right. Suor Letizia, a tiny Italian 
nun, weighing maybe 80 or 90 pounds, 
was standing behind him and grabbed 
him. He was shouting, “Not me!" and she 
was saying, “Se/ tu, sei tu," at the top of 
her voice. “It's thou, it's thee." Meanwhile 
the people in the crowd hadn't realized 
what had happened until the carabinieri 
arrived. By then there was no way Agca 
could be shot, which had been part of 
the original game plan: He was to have 
been bumped off right then and there in 
the square. 

Penthouse: Yet you say that Agca’s not 
stupid but that in fact he’s artful. If he'd 
been successful wouldn't he have had to 
worry about the Bulgarians? 

Sterling: He took out insurance. When he 
was arrested he was carrying those five 
telephone numbers—among them An- 
tonov's unlisted home number as well as 
Aivasov's. Then he did exactly what he'd 
done after being arrested for killing 
|pekci—he sent out signals. His interro- 
gators didn't catch on right away, but he 
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was telling them things which he knew 
would get back to the Turkish authorities 
and eventually to his sponsors. Namely, 
that he had been in Bulgaria the summer 
of 1980. 

Penthouse: And it was at this point that 
the authorities began to suspect he hadn't 
acted alone? 

Sterling: At first he continued to lie. As 
any Italian judge who's handled terrorist 
killers will tell you, all of them feel the need 
to prove themselves, to overdramatize. In 
the case of Agca the authorities had a 
very unusual young man, absolutely not 
crazy, not at all a religious fanatic but, 
instead, ambitious for money and fame, 
which were his real motivations. 
Penthouse: Nonetheless, with a target like 
the Pope surely there were more expe- 
rienced people around. Why was Agca 
chosen? 

Sterling: Because since 1965 when KGB 
agents were caught trying to assassinate 
a Russian exile in Germany, which made 
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By carefully planned 
suicide attack in Lebanon, the 
Iranian and Syrian 
intelligence services were 
able to change the whole 
direction of American policy 
in the Middle East. 
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a big scandal in the European press, the 
Politburo decided the KGB must not do 
its own wetwork abroad. Jobs like that 
had to be farmed out, and from then on 
Bulgaria became the hit-man section. 
Conveniently enough, Bulgaria's other big 
job for the Russians was the destabili- 
zation of Turkey. In Agca they had the 
extra bonus of using a Moslem Turk, 
nominally a right-winger. He had the 
cover, A truly professional-looking hit by 
a mercenary raises suspicion. They 
wanted someone who looked like a crank, 
akook, or perhaps a terrorist from a well- 
identified group as far from the Com- 
munist bloc as possible. 

Penthouse: |s it conceivable that the Bul- 
garians thought they were using Agca for 
some job that didn’t require Soviet au- 
thorization? 

Sterling: That objection is in response to 
a suggestion made in The New York Times 
that some middle official in Bulgarian in- 
telligence might have known what Agca 
intended to do and didn't stop him, or 
even that some middle official in the KGB 
might've known but not the higher-ups, 
That kind of sleazy conspiracy theory is 
all too familiar to Americans. The clear 


intention of the editorial writer was to say 
Andropov himself might not have known, 
that involvement could easily have been 
contined to a lower level. Given the way 
the Soviet system works, though, it’s just 
not possible. Brezhnev and the Politburo 
had to have approved the hit, then An- 
dropov would've had to approve it per- 
sonally and see to the mechanics of car- 
rying it out. 

Penthouse: There's absolutely no way it 
could have been a “vest-pocket" oper- 
ation? 

Sterling: No, no, no. Any Sovietologist will 
tell you that vest-pocket operations are 
simply impossible in the Saviet Union. 
Things are too tightly structured. When a 
decision like an assassination is made, it 
has to be made at the top. Brezhnev 
would have to have said, “You, Andropov, 
see to it. Do whatever's necessary. Fig- 
ure out a plan.” 

Penthouse: Even so, there's still the basic 
question: Why the Pope? 

Sterling: Because from the time John Paul 
ll was chosen in fall 1978, the Politouro 
was keeping a very careful eye on him. 
The Pope sent Brezhnev a letter by cour- 
ier, handwritten in Russian, in connection 
with the Solidarity movement, saying that 
if the Soviets invaded Poland he, the Pope, 
would lay down the crown of St. Peter and 
go to Poland to stand side by side with 
his people. As a result, by March 1981 
the Russians were calling the Pope “a 
cunning and dangerous ideological en- 
emy,” and “a malicious, lowly, perfidious 
and backward toady of the American mil- 
itarists, fighting socialism in the interests 
of his accomplices and his new boss in 
the White House.” That's a direct quote 
and it's one of the strongest statements 
of its kind to come out of the Politburo. 
Penthouse: Yet, had the assassination 
been successful, Poland might have ex- 
ploded. The risks don’t seem tenable; the 
liabilities were enormous. 

Sterling: The Poles believe that the Rus- 
sians were behind it anyway. Walesa 
didn’t doubt it for a minute. But suppose 
the Pope had died and the Poles had 
rioted, wouldn't it have been the ideal ex- 
cuse for the Russians to send military 
forces into Poland? The essential benefit 
for them of killing the Pope, though, would 
have been the elimination of the only man 
capable of generating real strength be- 
hind Solidarity—not only in Poland but 
throughout the Soviet bloc. Moreover, the 
Vatican would never put another man like 
him in again. The Vatican has appeased 
the Russians. Just look at the way the 
Vatican reacted to the assassination at- 
tempt while the Pope was too weak to be 
able to govern: the papal secretary of 
state claimed that there was no conspir- 
acy, that Agca was a lone gunman. But 
by the time of Agca’s trial the Pope was 
tecovering and suddenly three editorials 
in the L'Osservatore Romano, the Vati- 
can daily, said, “This isn't good enough. 
The bigger mystery remains of who sent 


him."

GRAY MARKET— 
A HOLIDAY 
WARNING 


Over the past tew years, the words “gray market” have be- 
come all too familiar in wholesale and retail establishments 
across the country. But most consumers have never heard 
the expression. This is ironic, because they are often directly 
and adversely affected by the gray-market profiteers. As the 
holiday buying season begins, this problem will loom even 
larger for all of us. 

For some consumers, gray market means “I can get it 
cheaper.” But for too many others, it means “| made a big 
mistake. 

To begin, let me explain just what the gray marketis. There 
exists a wide variety of merchandise—watches, cameras, 
stereo equipment. TVs, VCRs, perfume, batteries, film, au- 
tomobile tires, toys, computers, to name but a few—manu- 
factured outside of the United States but which carries Amer- 
ican trademarks 

This merchandise is imported into this country outside the 
authorized distribution channels and without the consent of 
the trademark owners. Thanks to fluctuations in foreign-ex- 
change rates, cheaper labor rates, and other factors, gray- 
markel merchandise allows unauthorized importers to profit 
substantially by free riding and exploiting the hard work and 
significant investments used to build a brand name's repu- 
tation by the legitimate trademark owners. In fact, gray-mar- 
ket merchandise often hurts these hard-earned legitimate 
business reputations. 

Okay. That's why I’m concerned about the gray market 
But why should you—the consumer—get upset about it? 
After all, aren't you saving a lot of money when you buy 
merchandise that has been imported by the gray market? 
The answer is simple: Gray-market products are not in- 
tended for American consumption; they often lack the qual- 
ity, reliability, integrity, safely, and service backup that a con- 
sumer is justifiably entitled to when purchasing trademarked 
merchandise. 

So, while in some instances you might save money by 
purchasing gray-market merchandise, you may also en- 
counter several of the following problems: 

* Merchandise may have no legitimate U.S. warranty, the value 
of which would, in most instances, far exceed your immedi- 
ate savings. 

* Safety precautions may be inadequate. Gray-market mer- 
chandise does not necessarily comply with U.S. Government 
packaging standards or ingredient-labeling requirements. It 
can also contain substances that are prohibited from use in 
America. This lack of high standards applies to foods, cos- 
metics, fragrances, and pharmaceuticals. Also, some gray- 
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market products contain aerosols that are prohibited in the 
United States. 

* Merchandise that is not meant to be sold here may lack the 
vital Underwriters Laboratories ("UL") approval for electronic 
products; it may contain only foreign-language instruction 
books; or it might have been illegally or improperly modified, 
You can't always tell this when you're buying the products. 
* Damage may have occurred in-transit due to poor temper- 
ature control. This is very common with batteries and film. 

* Merchandise may be incompatible with American specifi- 
cations and may, for example, include only metric calibra- 
tions. This is often the case with gray-market cameras, 
watches, clocks, optics, semiconductors, and electronic 
equipment. Such incompatibility makes these products dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to use. 

* Because gray-market products are not supposed to be sold 
in this country, parts and service may not be readily avail- 
able. For example, if you purchased a fine-china pattern and 
the merchandise happened to be gray-market, you could 
find yourself unable to buy a “fill-in” or an extra piece for the 
service. 

* And last, but not least, gray-market merchandise may op- 
erate improperly or have a shortened life span—or have no 
life span at all—because of a broken factory seal or improper 
storage. 

But the dangers to American consumers that have been 
created by the gray market go beyond specific product dif- 
ficulties. First of all, when legitimate trademark owners suffer 
losses due to the gray market, they sometimes have to cut 
back on those services that you as a consumer want and 
expect. 

For example, imagine that you've purchased a sophisti- 
cated piece of equipment only to discover that the author- 
ized trademark owner has closed down its nationwide net- 
work of local service stations and that you are now forced to 
send your product 3,000 miles away. My recent purchase of 
a personal computer (not gray-market) clearly showed me 
the importance of being able to contact the manufacturer 
directly for immediate on-line assistance. 

Legitimate importers have received thousands of angry 
letters from irritated consumers who have realized—too late— 
that they have been stung by gray-market scams. Newspa- 
per “action lines,” Better Business Bureaus, and numerous 
district attorneys around the country have been deluged with 
complaints. So it's obvious that the gray market is not a silent 
problem— it’s just a persistent one, and it’s growing. 

But what can you as a consumer and concerned citizen 


do to prevent yourself from falling into the gray-market trap— 
and, not so incidentally, to protect legitimate American busi- 
ness people and workers who are suffering economic hard- 
ship at the hands of a few greedy profiteers? After all, it's 
often next to impossible for an average consumer to tell gray- 
market products apart from their legitimate counterparts at 
the time of purchase. (And, it must be noted, this merchan- 
dise isn't limited to foreign goods. Items such as domestic 
film and batteries are also imported from Europe by the gray 
market.) 

So, as concerned American consumers and business 
people, what do we do about the gray market? 

At this point—the need to take action—we've come to the 
most amazing part of this story. Over 50 years ago, our elected, 
representatives in Washington, D.C., enacted safeguards to 
prevent the gray market from ever coming into existence. 
Section No. 526 of the Tariff Act of 1930 was passed by 
Congress to protect consumers, as well as U.S.-trademark 
owners, legitimate distributors, and retailers from being ex- 
ploited in this terrible fashion. 

Section No. 526 clearly provides trademark protection to 
all properly registered U.S.-trademark owners. But incred- 
ibly, neither the American business community nor the Amer- 
ican consumer is receiving the protection that this law should 
provide. Why? Because the U.S. Customs Service, in its 
strange wisdom, decided not to enforce Section No. 526. 
This action—or inaction—clearly discriminates against nu- 
merous U.S. companies and their employees. 

Current Customs Service regulations do not enforce Sec- 
tion No. 526, nor do they reflect U.S. economic or trade pol- 
icy. They ignore fundamental principles of international 
trademark law that are designed to protect the consumers 
and legitimate trademark owners alike. 

To achieve this fundamental justice and protection for 
American consumers and businesses, gray-market mer- 
chandise must be stopped at the point of entry into this coun- 
try. To this end, | urge you to write to your elected represen- 
tatives in Washington, D.C., and ask them to support the 
move to have the Customs Service enforce Section No. 526 
of the Tariff Act. 

As consumers, we should not have to play detective when- 
ever we make a purchase. As business people, we should 
not have to have the good reputations of our companies and 
products suffer because of a situation that is out of our con- 
trol. Only the United States Customs Service can stop these 
crimes against all of us. The law is on the books. Let's get it 
enforced. O+—_ 
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best interests of these giants of industry 
or their stockholders. Instead, the public 
pays the higher cost in other ways—with 
their health, and sometimes their lives. 

The biggest dollar profits go to the mob. 
For example, | helped negotiate a con- 
tract with two Ford plants in New Jersey 
for a disposal company owned by an as- 
sociate of the Genovese family. The deal 
resulted in more than 7,000 drums of 
hazardous sludge: being hauled by 
Statewide Environmental Contractors to 
a New Jersey landfill. It's supposed to be 
a sanitary landfill, which means it was 
licensed by the state to accept only 
household garbage, a very safe com- 
modity when compared to the contents 
of those thousands of drums. The drums. 
were illegally buried after we paid the 
landfill owner one dollar for each. But we 
charged Ford $150 a drum. The mob 
made a small fortune on that deal. But it 
was still inexpensive disposal for Ford, 
and everyone made out well—except, of 
course, the people who live in the homes 
nearby. 

That was before New Jersey estab- 
lished something called a manifest sys- 
tem, in 1978, under which the companies 
that generate toxic waste, the truckers 
who transport it, and the disposal sites 


must maintain records of all transactions. 
The purpose of a manifest system is to 
track all toxic waste from generator to 
disposal, or from the cradle to the grave. 
In 1980, Congress mandated the same 
system for the entire country. The prob- 
lem is that today the EPA has only 23 in- 
vestigators to keep an eye on the more 
than 12,000 toxic waste disposal sites, 
and the thousands more truckers and 
toxic waste generators. So the law of av- 
erages in tracking and recording the most 
horrendous domestic nightmare of the 
twentieth century—chemical waste that 
can cause anything from cancer to men- 
tal and physical deformities in humans— 
remains so unbalanced that the Mafia 
finds the risks to be almost nonexistent. 

The manifest system has benefitted the 
underworld more than anyone else. It has 
forced a dramatic rise in the price of 
dumping toxic waste because of the “risk 
factor." Mob-controlled landfills that once 
charged a dollar or two for dumping can- 
nisters of garbage, now charge hun- 
dreds of dollars when the same cannister 
arrives with contents from some chemi- 
cal, pharmaceutical, paint, solvents, 
plastics, oil or similarly toxic-producing 
company. Of course, it's also a prohibi- 
tion of federal and state laws for sanitary 
landfills to accept toxic waste. But! don't 
know anyone who ever stuck his face into 
a 30-yard cannister or the back of a gar- 
bage truck to get a better idea of what 


“Remember that Christmas 
bonus | promised you, Miss Pettingale?” 
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was inside of it. 

Since sanitary landfills are no longer 
permitted to accept toxic waste, and the 
costs of incineration, recycling, or neu- 
tralization are so high for so many com- 
panies, what should we be doing with the 
millions of tons of toxic waste generated 
every year? 

Organized crime financing has pro- 
vided some of the solution, and the mob 
is working hard to come up with all the 
answers in order to get as tight a grip on 
toxic disposal as it has on the garbage 
industry. Some mob-controlled landfills 
have even been licensed as authorized 
toxic waste burial grounds, where engi- 
neers and geologists and chemists have 
created “environmentally-secure” foun- 
dations, with layers of clay coverings and 
other materials that are supposed to last 
indefinitely. But some environmental sci- 
entists have testified before congres- 
sional committees that these “secure” 
landfills are a hoax. Eventually, they say, 
the deadly chemicals will eat their way 
into the ground until they reach the same 
aquifers (underground wells) which pro- 
vide the drinking water for almost half of 
America—for the cattle ranches of the 
Midwest and Southwest and for the irri- 
gation systems so vital to thousands of 
farms which provide the crops that feed 
this country and much of the world. 

But even these landfills are too expen- 
sive for many of the companies that cre- 
ate sizable volumes of toxic waste. So 
some of the mob's business planners 
found another solution—toxic waste stor- 
age dumps. The concept is simple 
enough: You pour the waste into drums 
and pile the drums on some empty lot 
until you can't get them any higher. Then 
you light a match and walk away, and to 
hell with the deadly fumes and leakage 
that contaminate the air, ground, and 
water of the people who live next door to 
the lot. 

And if you can obtain a state license 
for your storage dump, the way the mob 
did it in New Jersey, that's even better. 
There were dump sites in New Jersey 
where the Mafia took control—literally 
lock, stock, and barrels. 

Meanwhile, over at the Fulton Fish Mar- 
ket in New York City, where the Mafia 
conducts big business, the loan sharks 
were busy figuring out new angles for 
toxic waste profits. Big Julie Sugarman, 
Joe Lapi, Vinnie Mauro, and a few other 
kingpins from the Genovese family de- 
cided they were going to take over a place 
in New Jersey that already had a toxic 
waste disposal license. They also de- 
cided to bring in Johnny Albert, who 
owned some garbage disposal compa- 
nies in New Jersey that were branching 
into the toxic waste dumping business. 
According to testimony, Albert was to front 
their takeover of Chemical Control Com- 
pany in Elizabeth. Armed with Genovese 
financing, Albert moved in on Chemical 
Control, which also had an old incinera- 
tor to go with its state license to store and

THE THIRTY-HOUR 
ERECTION

It was the annual 
meeting of the 
American Urolog- 
ical Association 
They had gath- 
ered in Las Vegas 
to hear the re- 
ports of medical 
scientists from 
around the world 
Perhaps the most 
renowned was 
British neurologist 
Giles S. Brindley 
of the London University Medical 
College. Among the small group of 
international experts in the field, 
Brindley is best known for his work 
on control of the human nervous 
system. Brindley hopes his research 
on stimulation of the visual cortex will 
eventually help the blind “see” light 
and color and perhaps form. “The 
eye,” he says, “is just one means of 
processing and transmitting visual 
information to the brain.” He has also 
been working for some years with 
paraplegics: on the possible resto- 
ration of limb function through com- 
puter-controlled electrodes im- 
planted in the body. 

But his report to the urologists 
concerned his research into a new 
drug treatment for impotence. The 
56-year-old Brindley arrived for the 
evening conference somewhat cur- 
iously attired in a loose-fitting jog- 
ging outfit. He began by telling his 
medical colleagues that, when in- 
jected into the penis, the drug had 
caused erections in some patients 


lasting more than 
24 hours. He went 
on to tell the au- 
dience that he had 
injected himself 
with the drug just 
before the meet- 
ing and that erec- 
tion usually oc- 
curred 20 minutes 
after administra- 
tion. The drug, he 
said, was phen- 
oxybenzamine, a 
muscle-relaxant that apparently 
temporarily opened vessels in the 
penis, allowing blood pressure in the 
erectile tissue to increase and cause 
tumescence. Brindley then stepped 
out from behind the speaker's lec- 
tern to reveal the successful result 
of his own recent injection. As he 
proceeded to speculate on the dy- 
namics of erection and on the pre- 
liminary results of his recent inves- 
tigations of the drug in England, 
Brindley strolled up and down the 
aisle among his startled audience of 
both men and women, inviting them 
to check the rigidity of his drug-ac- 
tivated erection. The effect, he told 
them, would typically last several 
hours. 

That was in 1983. Since Brindley's 
unorthodox presentation, study has 
begun in several countries on chem- 
ical control of blood flow in the penis 
as an alternative to conventional 
treatments for impotence. If impo- 
tence is defined as the inability to 
get an erection when sexually 
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aroused, then most, if not all, men have 
probably been impotent at some time— 
however briefly. But only when the prob- 
lem is repetitive and chronic does it be- 
come a medical concern. As such, im- 
potence is estimated to affect 10 percent 
of all adult men 

Until now doctors have had very lim- 
ited options for treatment. One tech- 
nique, developed in 1973, involves the 
surgical connection of arteries from the 
abdomen directly to the erectile tissue to 
increase blood flow to the penis. How- 
ever, the operation often works too well, 
causing priapism—a permanent erec- 
tion. Recent advances in microsurgery 
have permitted refinements in the pro- 
cedure, and doctors in Europe have re- 
ported improved results with greater 
control. Research is continuing. 

Atthe medical college of the University 
of California in San Francisco, scientists 
led by Dr. Tom Lue are working on an- 
other approach, Studies on monkeys 
have revealed a cluster of nerve endings 
near the prostate gland that could be 
stimulated by implanted electrodes. Lue 
says the research could eventually lead 
to an erection “pacemaker.” 

Perhaps the best-known impotence 
treatment entails implant in the penis of 
a prosthetic plastic rod that can be in- 
flated and deflated as desired. A pump 
and reservoir system is inserted into the 
body with connecting tubes to operate 
the rod inside the penis. Patient reaction 
has varied from satisfaction to deep dis- 
satisfaction. There are often problems. 
They are sometimes painful. Infection can 
occur. And although the penis can be in- 
flated to stiffness, the head or crown of 
the penis, the corona, cannot. It remains 
floppy and often hangs down, creating 
what surgeons sometimes call the "Con- 
corde effect,” a reference to the distinc- 
tive tilt-down nose on the supersonic jet. 
And many doctors argue that the implant 
doesn't really produce an erection but, 
rather, merely a stiff penis. In some cases 
it may still be the only solution, and al- 
ready more than 10,000 such operations 
have been performed in the United States 
alone. However, for the first time, the work 
of Brindley and others offers the promise 
of a nonsurgical, pharmacological treat- 
ment for impotence. 

The first clue came by accident in 1977. 
The World Journal of Surgery reported a 
curious and unexpected reaction to a 
drug called papaverine, which during 
surgery had been inadvertently injected 
into arteries leading to the penis of an 
anesthetized patient. The drug was being 
used as a local muscle-relaxant in a pro- 
cedure called “shunting,” in which blood 
is redirected from one set of vessels to 
another. Within minutes of the accidental 
papaverine injection, the patient's penis 
became erect and remained so for two 
hours. 

The following year a team of urologists 
investigating the effects of drugs on cats 
discovered that certain relaxant drugs 
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caused erections. Even so, scientists 
were unable to account for the re- 
sponses—partly because they were not 
sure how the drugs worked, and partly 
because they knew even less about the 
mechanics of erection. It was not until 
1981 that a serious effort was made to 
discover how and why erections occur. 
According to Gorm Wagner, a University 
of Copenhagen medical researcher who 
led the investigation, the reasons for the 
slow pace of research were a reluctance 
to examine the penis and a widespread 
view prevailing until then that impotence 
was a psychological rather than a phys- 
ical problem. Whatever the reasons, 
medical science knew more about the big 
toe than the penis. 

In an effort to learn more, Wagner and 
his team of Danish researchers studied 
47 penises from the hospital morgue by 
systematically dissecting them

be traced—representing the first attempt 
to chart the “plumbing” of the blood in 
the penis before, during, and after erec- 
tion. The results, published in 1982 in the 
British medical journal Lancet were sur- 
prising. The doctors had discovered 
within the penis a series of arteries that 
had never before been described in 
medical literature. During erection, the 
arteries close and redirect, or shunt, 
blood into sponge-like tissue in the penis, 
which expands and “pumps” the penis 
rigid. 

Meanwhile, anumber of other research 
projects conducted independently in 
France, Israel, Britain, the United States, 
and Australia were converging. 

At the Center for Study and Research 
on Impotence, in Paris, Dr. Ronald Virag 
had followed up on the earlier report 
about the drug papaverine. He treated 
25 patients suffering from impotence by 
injecting papaverine directly into the 
erectile tissue. In most cases erections 
occurred within several minutes and 
lasted between ten minutes and two 
hours. Of patients whose impotence was 
due to physical injury, half said that they 
had also achieved some erection capa- 


bility in the days after getting the drug. 
No such improvement occurred in pa- 
tients whose impotence had been diag- 
nosed as psychological. Further tests, 
reported in a letter to Lancet in 1982, pro- 
duced similar results: Among patients 
who had received two or more injections 
over a period of months, several noted a 
return to normal sex life. 

In the United States there has been 
considerable research into the use of pa- 
paverine for treatment of impotence, with 
some of the results soon to be published 
in the urological medical literature. Per- 
haps the most advanced work is that of 
Dr. Adrian Zorgniotti, a Manhattan urol- 
ogist and secretary of the International 
Society for Impotence Research. For 18 
months Zorgniotti has been treating pa- 
tients by injecting into their erectile tissue 
papaverine and another muscle-relax- 
ant, which dilates blood vessels, called 
phentolamine. He speculates that pa- 
paverine opens the valves that increase 
blood flow into the penis and phentolam- 
ine closes another set of valves, thus 
maintaining the pressure and creating an 
erection. Of the more than 70 patients 
Zorgniotti has treated—all of them suf- 
fering from organically caused impo- 
tence—nine out of ten have been able to 
achieve erection and have intercourse. 
By injecting a very low dose of the two 
drugs, premixed in combination, Zorg- 
niotti has found that a slight tumescence 
usually occurs within several minutes. The 
patient is then encouraged to go imme- 
diately to his sex partner. In most cases 
sexual activity produces full erection. If 
his partner lives more than an hour's trav- 
eling distance from Zorgniotti’s office, 
they book into a hotel. 

Nearly half of the patients have now 
been trained to inject themselves. Zorg- 
niotti dispenses the papaverine-phentol- 
amine mix—sufficient for ten administra- 
tions—and follows up each patient's 
progress with a monthly checkup. The 
injection itself is, he says, “almost pain- 
less,” and the effect generally lasts for 
three to four hours. Each patient who un- 
dertakes the home self-injection treat- 
ment must sign a document confirming 
that he understands the procedure is still 
experimental 

There have been problems. In about 
one case in ten erection does not occur. 
Usually the patients involved are over the 
age of 79 or have had surgery on arter- 
ies. Some have had implants removed 
because of mechanical difficulties and 
injury to their erectile tissue. As a result 
of studies on laboratory animals, there is 
some concern that papaverine in very 
large doses could cause liver damage. 
Zorgniotti, however, has found no liver 
problems in any of his patients. But a pa- 
tient did once become priapismic: He had 
a full erection for ten hours before Zorg- 
niotti released the pressure surgically. 
Because of this Zorgniotti argues that only 
urologists, routinely trained in the treat- 
ment of priapism, should be allowed to

Christmas is a time for memories. During World War II, Gis 
in every theater of war were “dreaming of a white Christmas.” 
For many, then and later in Korea and Vietnam, their dream 
came true. But for those who suffered wounds and perma- 
nent disabilities the dream of a happy homecoming has never 
materialized. 

Many veterans, because of their wartime wounds and in- 
firmities, will remain in VA hospitals and nursing homes for 
years to come. They can't be made whole or “cured” in the 
normal sense of the word. Hence, their daily lives and future 
prospects are encompassed by the routine of a hospital or 
nursing home. In the case of Vietnam veterans, many are in 
their thirties and are facing another 30 or more years of VA 
institutional care. This "warehousing," as it is called, is car- 
tied out by VA personnel with 


rel 


plight of the hospitalized and institutionalized veterans would 
be bleak indeed. But much remains to be done. We are not 
merely talking about providing additional creature comforts, 
writing letters, etc., although these are important and worth- 
while activities. Rather we suggest the sharing of one's time, 
on a volunteer basis, with a hospitalized or institutionalized 
veteran. Many of these veterans lack immediate family. Their 
pre-war and wartime friends are scattered to the winds and 
the only folks they see and know are VA employees anc ~ 
volunteers. 

At a recent reunion of Vietnam veterans the question was 
raised: “Whatever happened to old Charlie?” A member of 
our little group answered by saying, “He's in the VA hospital 
ouside San Antonio.” It cast a pall over our get-together. Each 
of us in our own way remem- 
bered Charlie as he was in

Although there are arguments about each of our 
wars, these are arguments between soldiers and not politi- 
cians.” These hospitalized veterans tend to work at being 
well-informed. In fact, since proceedings of the U.S. House 
of Representatives are now being broadcast on cable tele- 
vision, that programming is now more popular in VA hospi- 
tals, where available, than the afternoon soap operas. 

To be sure, the veterans’ service organizations—their 
women's auxiliary groups, the American Red Cross as well 
as VA volunteers—help serve veterans in the VA hospitals 
and nursing homes. Without these dedicated people, the 
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willingness to reach out and be 
their friends, confidants, and 
advisers. | am suggesting that those who survived their war(s) 
in reasonably whole fashion reaffirm their faith in those who 
didn’t and assure them that they will never be forgotten. 
The mechanics are really quite simple. All one needs to 
do is to call the nearest VA medical facility and ask for the 
person in charge of its volunteer program. The range of suit- 
able and permissible activities is sufficient to enable anyone 
who understands, and perhaps even shared, the experience 
of military service to become a “vet's buddy.” Each of us 
makes relatively few friends in our lives. We should seize the 
opportunity to befriend a hospitalized veteran. Like those 
who made the ultimate sacrifice he should never be forgot- 
ten.

Penthouse: Go al it from another angle 
Since the Italian court revealed its find- 
ings linking Agca with the Bulgarians, 
your severest critics have balked at ac 
cepting the Soviet role in the assassina 
tion, claiming there is no hard evidence 
to implicate the KGB. 

Sterling: Yes they have. Bul if the public 
chooses to deceive itself, that's up to the 
public. No court in the Western world can 
get hard evidence lo implicate an indi- 
vidual in the Soviet Union, nor is any court 
going to try a nation for moral irrespon- 
sibility, That's not its job, In this case the 
Italian court apparently has evidence that 
three Bulgarian citizens plus their em 
bassy, which is an official organization of 
the Bulgarian communist state, were 
working members of the DS, the Bulgar- 
ian security service. The court has said 
this flatly, without candition 

Penthouse: Unti| recently the Reagan 
administration and our intelligence com- 
munity have also refused to acknowl 
edge possible Soviet complicity. You've 
spoken of a “Monumental cover-up.” Why 
has the administration been so disin- 
clined to take your findings seriously? 
Sterling: Not only my findings, the court's 
findings. But | think this may be chang- 
ing. Essentially Reagan has had a pollit- 
cal expediency problem. His advisors 
must have pointed out that it would be 
politically disadvantageous to accept my 
conclusion publicly. Apart from that, 
Reagan has been misinformed or just 
poorly informed by his intelligence com- 
munity. The Rome slation of the CIA re- 
fused to concede any substance to the 
Bulgarian connection, while even CIA 
headquarters in Langley failed to order 
an investigation. | know that to be a fact 
I've talked to top people who tried to ex. 
plain it—ranking CIA operatives in Wash. 
ington—and it's now clear to me that the 
civil service level of the agency has 
maintained a belief that the Soviet lead- 
ers are caulious and conservative, any- 
thing indicating they may have taken a 
wild risk is excluded from their thinking. 
It's intellectual cowardice and laziness— 
also egotism in the sense that they're un: 
willing to contradict the position they've 
worked up over the years. By the late 
1940s, after the Second World War, there 
was a tremendous feeling that the Sovi- 
ets had been our ally. That was the seed 
of the misconception: the belief that the 
Russians were okay. We had a few brave 
responses like the airlift in Berlin and the 
Truman Doctrine in Greece and Turkey, 
but then what did we see? By 1956 we 
saw a genuine uprising in Hungary en- 
couraged by Radio Free Europe, but there 
was never the smallest intention in West- 
ern circles lo help the Hungarian rebels 
The same thing happened in Czechoslo: 
vakia in 1968, then in Poland in 1970, and 
most recently in Afghanistan 
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Penthouse: Which is what you were re- 
ferring to when you wrote, "Even Presi- 
dent Reagan, who did not hesitate to ac- 
cuse the Russians soon after taking office 
of ‘reserving the right to commit any 
crime, to lie. to cheat,’ is ducking the 
question of possible Kremlin complicity 
now"? 

Sterling: Right. That's exactly what | say 
is wrong in general. It's another example 
of the perpetual disinclination of Western 
leaders to confront the Russians with their 
darker sins 

Penthouse: And this very misconception 
of the Soviets extends even to the likes 
of Caspar Weinberger? 

Sterling: Correct. Not a single member of 
the administration from any source—In- 
telligence and Research in the State De- 
partment. the State Department's Office 
for Combating Terrorism, its Bulgarian 
desk or Italian desk, nobody in the CIA 
nobody in Defense Intelligence or the 
Defense Department—until recently ab-

Sterling: | think they've tried to frighten 
me. At the end of November 1982, after 
| wrote my piece for Reader's Digest and 
Antonov was arrested and the case was 
beginning to draw blood, an old ac- 
quaintance, somebody in a position to 
know, told me, “| don't want to alarm you 
but we have reason to believe that you're 
on the Bulgarian hit list.” "What do you 
think | ought to do?” | asked, and he said, 
“Well, we've gotten this information from 
the Italian Secret Service and if | were 
you I'd get out of town and let things cool 
off.” This didn't seem awfully helpful ad- 
vice to me, so | tried to get through to the 
chief of station in Rome and was told the 
chief of station dogs not speak to jour- 
nalists. Then | called a friend who was 
well connected through government 
channels with the Italian Secret Service 
They very kindly sent a general with an 
aide over to my apartment. | explained 
what | had been told and that | wanted 


some advice on how to protect myself 
what to look for, and so on The general 
said, “Who told you this?” | said, “The 
American embassy.” He said, ‘And they 
told you they got il from us? They couldn't 
have. If it came from us it would've passed 
my desk, and I've never heard about this 
before.” Three weeks later he returned to 
my house and said, “It's now come to my 
desk that you're on the Bulgarian hit list.” 
| said, “Where did it come from?” and he 
said it came from the Interior Ministry, And 
\ said, “Well, the Interior Ministry doesn't 
have agents abroad, how would they 
know that?” to which he replied that it had 
come from the American embassy. After 
that | talked to the general several more 
times and we discussed the CIAs atti- 
tude toward the Italian judicial investi- 
gation, its unwillingness to share infor- 
mation with SISMI, the CIAs opposite 
number in Italy, The general said he got 
no help from the CIA. explaining, “Were 
really blocked by the embassy, and all 
around we've been getting no help from 
the Americans.” My feeling was that this 
was the first warning, that the CIA was 
trying to frighten me off from doing the 
book. Then | became aware of the big 
plants of information from the U.S. intel- 
ligence community in The New York Times 
and the Los Angeles Times, Marvin Kalb 
and |, for example, had both seen the 
coolness of the reaction jn Washington to 
our respective stories—mine in August 
and Marvin's TV piece on the Bulgarians 
in September, In fact, | was at his house 
when his NBC white paper aired and the 
phone began to ring directly afterwards 
with all his pals in the Washington press 
corps saying, "Oh, gee, that was a great 
show, Marvin, But come on, you don't 
really believe this stuff about the Bulgar- 
ians, do you?" With me, it went even fur- 
ther. When | was back in the States doing 
my promotional tour for The Time of the 
Assassins | got a call from a friend in 
Washington who told me a mutual friend 
of ours, a retired high-ranking CIA offi- 
cial, had called her to say that he had 
heard that | had just thrown in the towel 
and was going back home to Europe be- 
cause | was finding the whole thing a flop. 
that nobody cared or was listening to what 
| had to say. It was an attempt io dis- 
courage me as if to say: “Give it up, kid 
Who are you trying to fight, City Hall?” | 
don't want to sound nutty on the subject, 
but | feel barriers were being put up by 
people who didn't want me to get the word 
out.

gence services how good is the CIA? 
You've said that the French warned the 
Vatican of the assassination plot—are the 
French better than the CIA? 

Sterling: For intelligence gathering, | 
would say no. What the CIA lacks is the 
capacity to analyze the intelligence it 
gathers, and that's wnere they have been 
consistently bad for years. They n 
probably do more than any existing in- 
telligence agency in the warld to make 
penetrations and get information, but 
what makes them less effective than the 
Mossad, for example, is their failure to 
see the point of what they re gathering 
to make the kind of appraisal that makes 
intelligence gathering useful. Part of the 
problem is attitudinal and it go ack to 
Vietnam. During those years the agen- 
cy’s posture, its behavior, everything 
about them was terrible. The United 
States became the most hated country 
around and the CIA became the most 
hated intelligence service, such that, as 
aresult, people in the agency felt, "We're 
not gonna take any more of this shit. We're 
gonna withdraw into the innermost limits 
of our functions and do only what we have 
to do, no longer stick our necks out and 
do anything confrontational." 
Penthouse; And the KGB? 

Sterling: It's very good because it's so 
big. Even though it may fumble a lot and 
have a lot of clunks in it, it can make up 
for that in sheer size. 

Penthouse; And Cuban intelligence, the 
oGI? 

Sterling: They re as good as the KGB be- 
cause they're run by the KGB, you cant 
separate them. Ditlo for the East Ger- 
mans, who are assigned by the KGB to 
handle the training of security for n 
Third World countries—like the Libyans, 
for example, who constitute the security 
force in South Yemen. During the fifteen 
years Andropov ran the KGB, he greatly

Penthouse: Which in turn fueled the So- 
viets? 

Sterling: In looking at what we were doing 
in Vietnam the generation of the 1960s 
refused to look at what was happening 
on the other side too; the point of view 
was thal ail evil emanated from the Pen- 
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tagon or the White House or Langley. 
Look, in the /ate 1960s and early 1970s, 
the Red Brigade was formed. They 
started wilh ten members but didn't kill 
anybody until 1974, so until then we 
couldn't call them terrorists. On the con- 
trary, they were being excused by many, 
many people, including myself. Then 
things changed. By 1977, they were 
kneecapping and killing several dozen 
people a year 

Penthouse: And the response of the 
press? 

Sterling: The italian press didn't dare 
concede that these were left-wing terror- 
ists, not even then. Whenever there was 
a killing or kneecapping, the Communist 
Party, echoed by the socialist press and 
then the center, would say, “These ac- 
tions have been committed by fascist 
agents provocateurs. Communists, 
Marxist-Leninists wouldn't do this.” That 
was the intellectual community's line, and 
the press reflected it. The American press 
has done essentially the same thing. How 
many times have you seen The New York 
Times explaining that the Red Brigade 
existed because of the terrible social 
grievances in Italy, and that if those prob- 
lems were solved the terrorists wouldn't 
be doing these things? The US. press 
continued with this attitude long after the 
European press began to understand. 


Penthouse: Yet here in America, we 
haven't had such overt violence—cer- 
tainly not on the scale youre talking about. 
Sterling: Oh yes, we have. Forly percent 
of all targets of international terrorism 
since 1968 have been American. We've 
had diplomats and businessmen kid- 
napped and murdered, our embassies 
have been blown up, and of course there 
were the hostages in Iran. 

| Know I've been called paranoid but 
my conclusions are not reflexive; they're 
based on my years as a reporter, on years 
of research. And having done my re- 
search for The Terrorist Network, I'm con- 
vinced that the outbreak of left-wing ter- 
rorism during the 1970s is really part of 
the most extraordinary and riveting ex- 
periment in Marxist-Leninist revolution 
that we've seen since the October Rev- 
olution. The pattern, starting from the first 
move to undermine the authority of the 
czar, was lo have a double-level as- 
sault—the open arm of propaganda and 
the hidden arm of military terrorism. So, 
for example, the open arm in Italy was 
called Workers Autonomy, and the hid- 
den arm was the Red Brigade. 
Penthouse: But for you it goes further: 
The Soviets, by sponsoring terrorists, 
have started a war. 
Sterling: Absolutely, and we've been at 
war since the early 1970s. 


Penthouse: Are you saying that the PLO. 
the IRA, the Red Brigade, Baader-Mein- 
hof Gang, and the Weathermen al! op- 
erate under the stewardship of Moscow? 
The Soviets are that well-organized? 
Sterling: | have never suggested, nor 
would I dream of suggesting, that the So- 
viel Union has generated terrorism 
everywhere in the world What | say is 
that while all these terrorist groups are 
indigenous to specific social, political 
and religious contexts, the Soviet Union 
has provided the wherewithal for their in- 
creasing expertise—weapons, training, 
and sanctuary—either directly or through 
surrogates, The idea of the Soviets co- 
ordinating worldwide terror from some 
subterranean map room is a comic book 
concept. The whole point of their plan is 
to contribute to continental terror by proxy, 
to let the other fellow do it. Take the best 
known lerrorist of the past decade, Ilyich 
Ramirez Santez, a.k.a. “The Jackal.” He 
was 16 years old when the Venezuelan 
Communist Party sent him for training to 
Cuba, then he went to Patrice Lumumba 
Universily in Moscow. Now, at Patrice Lu- 
mumba they don't teach terrorism, they 
teach revolutionary theory, but in the 
process they spot promising militarists 
and send them for guerrilla training else- 
where 

Penthouse: And where is the United

The setup was ideal: a licensed facility 
just off the New Jersey Turnpike. Chem- 
ical Control v 2entrally located in the 
Northeast, a region where more toxic 
waste is generated than anywhere else 
inthe country. But the incinerator was de- 
crepil and half the time it didn't work, The 
kilns were so old it was amazing the fumes. 
didn’t kill half of North Jersey. So the plan 
was to use the license primarily to store 
waste, with as little burning as possible 
Chemical Control also became a mob 
spinning point for the movement of drums 
to and from other storage sites. 

In little more than one year they moved 
52,000 drums into Chemical Control from 
sorne of the leading chemical companies 
in the Northeast. The 55-galion drums 
were piled four- and five-high along the 
two-acre site, which was surrounded by 
population and industry. Some of the 
drums were rusted and corroded, Oth- 
ers leaked into a river and channel to the 
Atlantic Ocean, which bounded the site. 
The mob charged heavily for storage at 
Chemical Control and earned more than 

5 million in the short time it operated the 
facility, 

So what happened after the slate fi- 
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nally caught on and closed down the 
place? The mob did what they would be 
expected to do They made a fire one 
night. If the wind had been blowing in the 
right direction, half of Staten Island would 
have been wiped out. 

During organized crime’s control of the 
dump site, drums of toxic waste came to 
Chemical Control from all over the North- 
east. It was especially convenient for cer- 
tain mob associates who had ties to waste 
disposal conglomerates like SCA Ser- 
vices, the third-largest company of its kind 
in the country, which had been paying 
more to transport toxics for burial in the 
South. Now, they had a dump site right 
n their backyards. 

| was president of another toxic waste 
storage dump at that time, Duane Marine 
Company, in nearby Perth Amboy. | was 
also making tapes for the FBI at the same 
time. When the state's Department of En- 
vironmental Protection started putting 
heat on Chemical Control, Duane Marine 
offered to take some of the drums from 
Johnny Albert, along with a dollar a day 
per drum. Bul Albert found a better al- 
ternative. He walked away. Later. the 
place burned down. But Johnny Albert 
is paying a stiff price. He's presently 
serving time in a federal prison for some 
of the toxic dumping deals he made. The

The Dingell subcommittee, which used 
its oversight authority to conduct what 
began as a routine investigation of toxic 
waste disposal in the New York and New 
Jersey area, had reached the end of the 
line.

the toxic waste industry, It discovered that 
the Mafia families which control much ot 
the nation’s garbage industry, holding 
millions of Americans hostage in the 
process, are using similar techniques to 
monopolize toxic waste disposal.

Tne FBI and state po 
lice were becoming increasingly aware 
of such things as monopoly, anticompe 
titive practices. and violence in the gar 
page industry. All of this was crealing an 
uncomfortable atmosphere for the cam- 
paralively stable and thriving New York 
garbage rackets, Property rights in the 
heaviest populated areas of the state 
were protected by Ernest Palmeri, busi- 
ness agent of Teamsters Local 945. Pal 
meri was an associate of the Genov 
family. The club in Palmeri's hand was a 
form of selective unionism, Garbage 
companies competing witn favored op- 
ponents were suddenly afflicted with 
union problems, undercutting their edge 
for municipal contracts. 

Palmeri was ultimately convicted of 
bank fraud and embezzlement and is 
presently serving a seven-year sentence 
in federal prison. But the history of 
Teamsters 945 shows the union to be one 
of the dominanl forces in aiding mob 
control of any slate's wasle disposal in- 
dustry. Local 945 nas ruled New Jersey's 
garbage indusiry with a fierce fist for the 
last 30 years. And as the corrupt local 
has lived by the sword. so have its Mafia 
associated officials died by the sward.

This is beginning to happen in som 
jurisdictions, but the federal governme: 
must, nonetheless, take the lead in thi 
regard and upgrade misdemeanor sta 
utes to the felony level. Rather than tak 
the easy way out—plea bargaining or née 
gotiating settlements—federal agencie 
charged with enforcing waste dumpin, 
laws must let it be known that violator 
will be treated as serious criminals. 

One way this may be done quickly ani 
effectively is to use the Racketeer Influ 
enced and Corrupt Organization Ac 
(RICO) in prosecuting dumpers. A pat 
of the Organized Crime Contro! Act ¢ 

1970, RICO defines racketeering as in 
volvement in two or more activities whicl 
are prohibited by federal and state stat 
utes. Thus, if a “pattern” of organize; 
crime involvement can be shown, a con 
victed individual is subject to 20 years ir 
prison and a $25,000 fine. More impor 
tantly, however, waste haulers convictec 
under RICO may be forced to surrende 
their businesses. This is a much more 
powerful penalty, capable of true deter 
rence, than a simple fine or suspendec 
sentence. For some reason, RICO has 
been used only once to prosecute 
dumpers. 

Even though dumpers are the target o 
most waste disposal laws, generators 0 
toxic chemicals must also assume ¢ 
greater burden of responsibility. Gener. 
ators may no longer claim ignorance o} 
what their haulers do or how they dispose 
of toxics, since the manifest system now 
provides them with a way of checking on 
the work of their hired agents. Manufac- 
turers seldom do this. The increasing 
trend of holding them responsible for dis- 
position of their products, however, may 
force them to pay more attention to thase 
with whom they do business. Like those 
makers of asbestos and Agent Orange 
who had no direct links with persons ul- 
timately hurt by their products, manufac- 
turers of chemicals with harmful wastes 
that are improperly discarded may in the 
future find themselves subject to fre- 
quent and expensive lawsuits. 

And, if nothing else works, the govern- 
ment may have to impose rigid controls 
on production of goods that create dan- 
gerous wastes. It is entirely conceivable 
that the next decade's Environmental 
Protection Agency will limit industrial pro- 
duction to those commodities that gen- 
erate only manageable waste. Drastic 
though such action would be, it may be- 
come necessary if we do not soon con- 
trol toxic waste. If we fail, many aspects 
of our life-style will have to change, and 
conveniences to which we have grown 
accustomed may become prohibitively 
expensive. But, in either case, all of us 
will have to pay—either with money in the 
short run or with the health of millions in

CLARKE’S 2070 


For years Arthur C. Clarke said it couldn't be done:

By the early 1980s interest was d 
oping in phenoxybenzamine. L’ pa- 
paverine, phenoxybenzamine is a mus- 
cle-relaxant. It is often used in t it 
of high blood pressure and, in 
cases, has been helpful in prostate 
lems. Early reports suggested it 
also affect sexual function, but re 
the first tests were confusing and, to 
extent, contradictory. Some patie 
ing low oral doses of phenoxyben: 
for blood-pressure problems disco 
a slight improvement in frequency and 
rigidity of erections. Others were unable 
to ejaculate while using the drug 

Two urologists, Kailash Kedia and Les: 
ter Persky of Case Western Reserve U 
versity in Cleveland, Ohio, reported 
1981 Uropharmacology Journal that 
patients being treated for urinary prob- 
lems with low oral doses of phenoxyben- 
zamine had experienced “dry” ejacula- 
tions. Normal ejaculations returned when 
they stopped taking the drug. Research- 
ers suggested investigating the possible 
use of phenoxybenzamine as a male 
contraceptive. 

In Israel the following year another team 
of urologists, from Tel Aviv University, in- 
vestigated the effect of phenoxybenza- 
mine on sexual function in diabetic men 
Diabetes is often accompanied by vary- 
ing degrees of impotence. The 1978 ex- 
periments with cats had suggested the 
possibility that the drug might help. Ten 
patients were first tested to see if their 
impotence problems were physical or 
psychological 

The doctors used a now-standard 
technique developed in 1964 by Charles 
Fisher at Mount Sinai Hospital in New 
York. He had established a close syn- 
chronicity between erection during sleep 
and rapid flickering of the eye. They oc- 
cur routinely at the same time, several 
times a night, in the normal healthy male. 
Using Fisher's technique, the Israeli re- 
searchers attached a flexible loop to the 
base of each patient's penis before sleep 
to measure changes in penis size. They 
also fitted each patient with electrodes 
to measure eye movement. If erections 
occurred routinely during the rapid-eye- 
movement phase of the sleep cycle, the 
impotence was assumed to be due to 
psychological causes. If erections were

or 


weak or did not occur at all, it was likely 
that a physical problem existed. All pa 
tients in the study had at least one erec 
tion during one of the eye-movement 
phases. This established that, despile the 
presumably diabetes-related impotence, 
the erection mechanism was intact 

For the next 30 nights the patients were 
given low doses of phenoxybenzamine 
before sleep. At the end of the month- 
long treatment they were again tested with 
the monitoring equipment to check the 
rapid-eye-movement erections during 
sleep. It seemed the drug mace no dif- 
ference. Researchers tried increasing the 
dosage but then ran into the problem of 
ejaculation failure. Some patients also 
complained of palpitations and other dis- 
comfort, Treatment was discontinued, and 
the experiment results remained incon- 
clusive. 

But the research that finally would lead 
to the discovery of the extraordinary 
powers of phenoxybenzamine in treating 
impotence had already begun in Eng- 
land. Ironically the investigator, Giles 
Brindley, had begun the research to see 
if phenoxybenzamine prevented ere 
tion. Brindley together with Gorm Wag- 
ner (the Copenhagen dactor mentioned 
earlier) had conducted an experiment in 
1980 in which each of three subjects had 
been given a single large oral dose of the 
drug. Slight erection lasting between 24 
and 48 hours occurred in two subjects 
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Over the next two years, Brindley set 
out to explore different muscle-relaxants 
using himself as the first test-subject 
He began with the comparatively mild 
short-acting muscle-relaxant .phentol 
amine. Injected into an arm vein, a mod: 
erate dose of the drug produced a slight 
erection lasting about an hour, For his next 
experiment Brindley injected much 
smaller doses directly into the spongy er- 
ectile tissue inside the penis. It produced 
full erections lasting several minutes. 
Throughout 1982 Brindley continued his 
research, experimenting with different 
dosages and injection t niques. He fi- 
nally settled on phenoxybenzamine, in- 
jected in very small doses directly into 
the rods of erectile tissue, as the most 
appropriate treatment to test on impotent 
patients, The first results, published in 
some detail in the British Journal of Psy- 
chiatry in 1983, took the medical world 
by surprise. More than half the impotent 
patients were able to have sexual inter- 
course—for the first’ time in months or 
years—while under the drug. Erections 
for this group lasted between 30 minutes 
and 30 hours: 

Despite these results responses to 
phenoxybenzamine are, as Brindley con- 
cedes, “regrettably unpredictable." Of 
the 13 patients treated, a few developed 
only mild erections. Others achieved full 
ere ns but for a nparatively brief 
time. Most patients, however, had erec- 
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tions sufficiently lasting and firm to enjoy 
intercourse at least once. One 30-year- 
old man who had not had a waking ejac- 
ulation for four years is now a father. And 
two patients, who took dosages as low 
as those taken by the other 11 men in the 
study, had full erections that lasted 
through to the next day. One of these 
complained of discomfort, and after 24 
hours Brindley surgically withdrew blood 
from the patient's penis and injected an- 
other drug, metaraminol, to counteract the 
effects of the phenoxybenzamine; the 
man’s full erection and associated dis- 
comfort subsided immediately. The other 
patient, a 50-year-old man who had been 
impotent for a year, had full erections on 
three occasions that lasted 30 hours 
There was no discomfort, and the patient 
reported that on each of the three oc: 
casions he had had intercourse twice. 
This individual remained unperturbed at 
the duration of the erections and de- 
scribed himself as “delighted” by the re- 
sults of the experiment. 

Apart from unpredictable patient re- 
sponses there are ather difficulties. In: 
jections have to be accurately targeted 
directly into the penis and administered 
slowly over several minutes. The proce- 
dure, Brindley reports, is painful, but not 
severely so, and the pain disappears a 
few minutes after the injection, The phy- 
sician must use a fine needle so bleeding 
does not occur and must take care to 
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avoid puncturing arteries in the penis. 
Immediately after injection he must 
squeeze the penis in such a way so as 
to ensure proper drug distribution, In 
about five minutes erection begins to de- 
velop and usually takes between 10 and 
30 minutes to achieve full rigidity. 

Brindley presented more details on his 
research to the 1984 conference of the 
International Society for Impotence Re- 
search in Paris. He said he now uses both 
phenoxybenzamine and papaverine, de- 
pending on the patient 

Brindley is continuing to treat a num: 
ber of patients. One man receives the 
medication at home from his wife. who 
has been trained in the procedure. Sev- 
eral other patients have expressed a 
strong desire to do likewise. But Brindley 
says that the drug should be used with 
caution. In his 1983 British Journal of 
Psychiatry article he urges that repeated 
injections into the penis must do some 
damage and that the damage may be 
cumulative. For this reason he concludes 
that doctors should administer the treat- 
ment no more than once a week, and that 
they should restrict long-term use of the 
drug in penile injection to men with se- 
vere impotence for whom simpler reme- 
dies have failed 

There are still many issues to be re- 
solved in the use of phenoxybenzamine. 
but on balance Brindley thinks that his 
treatment is “probably useful and prob- 
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ably sufficiently safe.” Similar follow-up 
research is now underway in Austria 
Switzerland, and elsewhere in Europe. But 
not in the United States. Following re 
ports of cancer in mice and rats that were 
given massive doses of the drug in lab 
oratory studies, the Federal Drug Admin 
istration has banned phenoxybenzamine 
for use in injections. A number of Amer 
ican researchers regard the ban as ar 
bitrary and irrational, and considerable 
controversy is likely to develop. 

All the drugs being used in the inves- 
tigations into the treatment for impotence 
have been used for other purposes for 
many years. Although there are several 
theories to explain how they work, the ac 
tual effect on the erectile mechanism is 
still incompletely understood. All the 
drugs are in regular medical use as mus- 
cle-relaxants. But apart from that they 
have little in common, Phentolamine and 
phenoxybenzamine are classified as al- 
pha-blockers—drugs that interrupt sig- 
nals at nerve receptors in such a way as 
to open blood vessels and increase flow 
Papaverine, a substance found in opium 
is not an alpha-blocker but seems to have 
a similar effect. The FDA claims the 
agency is not required to explain its rul- 
ing on any particular drug. The ban on 
injection of phenoxybenzamine seems 
unrelated to research on impotence. In 
fact none of the drugs has been spe- 
cifically approved or banned for impo: 
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tence research in the United States or 
anywhere else. An FDA spokesman says 
neither phenoxybenzamine nor papav- 
erine is even available for injection. But 
oddly enough, papaverine in injectable 
form is being produced and sold to re- 
searchers. Investigators assume that 
since it is not specif y forbidden its 
d. However, if the 
manufacturers set pand the offi- 
cial uses for the to include research 
into impotence. then the FDA rulings may 
change. 

Phenoxybenzamine continues to be 
available in most European countries and 
in Australia where a major research pro- 
gram is now underway. At the Reproduc: 
tive Medicine Research Institute of the Sir 
Charles Gairdner Hospital in Perth, West- 
ern Australia, investigators are preparing 
to study phenoxybenzamine, papaver- 
ine, yohimbine, histamine. and a range of 
other muscle-relaxants on impotent pa 
tients. They have already collected re- 
sults from research on baboons, dogs. 
and. on human erectile tissue obtained 
during penile-implant surgery. Accord- 
ing to the institute's director, Dr. Edward 
Keogh. they hope their research will help 
them understand how and why the drugs 
work. “Most of the present theories will 
probably prove naive,” says Keogh. “We 
still don't know how the sluice gates work 
The institute has now begun treating pa- 
tients with papaverine and reports suc- 


use is implicitly permit 
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cessful results. 

Research continues on other related 
drugs. The New York Times reported re- 
cently on a Stanford University project 
that will soon begin testing of a drug 
called yohimbine on humans. 

Objective reports of the phenoxyben- 
zamine experience are not yet pub- 
lished; but in the medical community and 
elsewhere there is curiosity and a certain 
uneasiness surrounding the whole sub- 
ject. There are more questions than an- 
swers: Are the drugs aphrodisiacs, or are 
these drug-induced erections merely 
“mechanical” responses—a trick of 
“plumbing''—unrelated to the sexual de- 
sire that normally precedes and appar- 
ently triggers erections? Could these 
drugs help the sexually unresponsive 
woman? No research has been reported 
and scientists seem reluctant to specu- 
late. Do the drugs create a state of “pas- 
sionless” potency? Or has science 
opened a Pandora's box of new sensual 


experience? Will these drugs be the key | 


to unlock secret gardens of rapture? 
Some younger patients have reported 


that papaverine has made sex “even bet- | 


ter’ than it had been betore they became 
impotent, 

Has medical science led us to some 
lush place, new to human experience, 
where sexual adventurers will roam, hour 
upon hour upon hour, finding higher 
mountaintops and deeper valleys, be- 
coming lost in seemingly endless ecsta- 
sies? A sexual superman—the love ma- 
chine? 

Dr. Brindley, who has now used the 
drugs himself 41 times, thinks nat. "A few 
people will try it experimentally,” he says, 
“put | doubt they will persist with it very 
much." Why? “Well, I've done a lot of ex- 
periments on myself," he explains, “and 
although | don’t know about other peo- 
ple, | reckon my own sexual impulses and 
instincts are rather like the average man’s 
And one can say that this sort of artificial 
erection is a little bit of fun, but not very 
much fun, and it isn't worth the trouble of 
pursuing it very far. 

For Brindley, research on alpha-block- 
ing drugs and impotence is now a pro|- 
ect of diminishing interest. “I've solved 
most of the problems | set out to solve," 
he says, “and most of my research time 
will be spent on other matters—as it al 
ways has been.” So Brindley is returning 
to his work on electrical stimulation of the 
visual cortex, and his work helping para- 
plegics 

But Brindley's work on impotence 
seems likely to gain more immediate at- 
tention. The proceedings of the Paris 
conference will be out next year, News- 
paper and wire-service science editors 
have ordered translations of the Brindley 
report, and we will no doubt be hearing 
a lot more about the breakthrough in im- 
potence treatment—and about the bril- 
liant, audacious medical scientist who 
made the discovery and presented his 
findings so vividly. O+-q,

very year end for most 

of us, the holiday season 

heightens the joys of 

prospective family 
reunions. But for many—those 
of us who cannot share 
these good times with our 
children—this season deep- 
ens our despair 

Annually in the United 
States, about 100,000 chil- 
dren are clandestinely 
removed by parents to desti- 
nations unknown to their 
estranged spouses. The psy- 
chological damage done to 
these children and their 
deserted parents is incalcu- 
lable. Amazingly, it is esti- 
mated that women are 
responsible for 85 percent of 
these 100.000 children who 
are parentally abducted each 
year, It is my perception 
that feminist leaders have 
kept this vital subject under 
wraps in their drive far politi- 
cal power. 

All fathers should be 
advised that Ihere exists a 
1980 Parental Kidnapping 
Prevention Act (PKPA), which 
has elevated child-snatching 
to a felony in 39 states. In 
those jurisdictions activation 
of the Fugitive Felon Act 
can bring into play federal 
involvement, including the FBI 
and the Federal Parent Loca- 
tor Service. 

Author Richard A. Gardner, 
M.D. puts the question of 
child-snatching in proper 
perspective. In The Parents 
Book About Divorce, Gardner 
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| snatching generally arise from 


states, “On occasion, the 
custodial parent may refuse 
to let the absent parent 
see the children, have them | 
unavailable when the visiting | 
parent arrives, and even 
hide them. In response the 
absent parent may kidnap the 
children and consider this 
the only way of maintaining 
contact. A kidnapping parent 
may believe that he or she 
is protecting the children from 
the terrible treatment they 
are receiving at the hands of 
the other parent, or vengeful | 
elements may contribute. 
What better way to wreak 
vengeance on a former 
spouse than to take away the 
children and not provide 
any information about their 
safety or whereabouts, Often 
the children are brought to 
another state so that even 
their location is unknown; the 
“deserted” parent may find 
it difficult, extremely expen- 
sive, and often impossible, to 
get them back. 

The 15 percent of cases 
where men initiate child- 


fear of judicial prejudice or 
the mistaken belief that blood 
is stronger than the laws of 
logic. But this rash deed 
could ruin a man’s career and 
his relationship with the 
children whom he so devoutly 
seeks to protect from his 
spouse.

However, if the child- 
snatching occurs before the 
court renders any temporary- 
custody orders, the child's 
removal may be legal. If you 
find yourself considering 
such an action, be warned 
Do not leave your state with 
your children without consult 
ing your attorney—even if 
there is no temporary-custody 
order entered against you. 
Your actions may be admitted 
in evidence at a subsequent 
permanent-custody hearing 
and prejudice you throughout 
the usually protracted cus- 
tody proceedings. 

However, there are parents 
who prefer to take this route 
rather than enter into a gut- 
wrenching custody battle 
such as the one described 
by Linda Bird Francke in 
her Growing Up Divorced: 
“Sam, now nineteen, was 
twelve when he went to court 
to choose his father over 
his mother. ‘It was nerve- 
racking,’ said Sam. ‘| had to 
memorize lots of material 
to reel off to tell the lawyers 
why | should not live with 
my mother, My mother came 
over to me, She was trying 
to be nice. | was nervous. | 
thought of her as | didn't look 
at her Then | really gave it 
to her lawyers. | told them to 


stop wasting their time. | 
didn't want to give them one 
chance to make me live 
with my mother. And it 
worked, Then | went to the 
men's room and threw up. 

These kinds of situations 
have given rise to groups 
across the nation that attempt 
to locate the child-snatchers, 
be they mothers or fathers 
And these groups are effec- 
tive. One in particular is

quarters in New Paltz, New 
York. This nonprofit organiza- 
tion was conceived by direc- 
tor Gloria Yerkovich who, 
following a divorce, had been 
unable to locate her own 
daughter for ten years. But 
Child Fin, in existence four 
years, has located and 
helped return 1,214 children 
to their mothers and fathers 
Another private organization 
worth noting is Child Search, 
located in Boston, which 

for a fee will distribute a 
child's photograph and 
description to 100,000 U.S.

They also 
were more pleasing to the eye—sort of 
pretty-boy punk. “Personally,” Billy says, 
‘| believe punk rock is out to destroy, but 
in the best way possible. It was out to 
push aside the dross that didn’t really 
matter. We were aut to make what didn't 
matter look old-fashioned.” Leather and 
leather bondage were the key to this punk 
ethos. The bondage represented punk's 
idea that we all were prisoners trying to 
break away; the leather was meant to be 
sobering, in the sense that it said, “Take 
us seriously.” 

Things started to get shaky for Gen- 
eration X during the recording of their 
second album, Valley of the Dolls. They 
had taken on a 25-year-old manager, 
Stuart Josephs, who, according to Idol, 
immediately cleared his own cut of 20 
percent from the gross advances made 
by Chrysalis. Part of the management 
contract was also a service agreement, 
and by placing his own financial priori- 
tigs first—an odd contradiction of music- 
business etiquette—Josephs deprived 
the group of substantial funds for touring, 
which is intended to boost record sales. 
“Here | was making 50 pounds a week," 
Billy recalls. “I kept thinkin’, ‘Where's the 
big advance?’ " Yet the other band mem- 
bers were surprisingly apathetic about 
their management. “It was ironic,” he re- 
marks, ‘that musicians supposedly con- 
cerned with trashing everyday artistic 
exploitation could be so casual about their 
own undermining.” 

It tock nearly three years, half of it in 
litigation, to end Generation X's relation- 
ship with Stuart Josephs, who left with a 
settlement in his favor of 12,000 pounds. 
By now the bad publicity and legal en- 
tanglements, which had prohibited the 
group from recording tor more than two 
years, had virtually ruined the band. The 
tecord company had to write off a 
$500,000 loss. 

Enter Bill Aucoin 

During the litigation with Stuart Jo- 
sephs, Chrysalis asked American rock 
manager Aucoin if he was interested in 
trying to revitalize the foundering Gen X. 
Aucoin, a tall, misleadingly soft-spoken 
dynamo, listened to the group's earlier 
albums with only mild interest but in- 
slantly recagnized Billy's potential to be 
a star. To Aucain, Gen X itself seemed 
accessory, If the record company wanted 
to make back its advance, there was only 
one way to do it: Make Billy live up to his 
name. 

Idol at first was suspicious of Aucoin, 
whose slick merchandising techniques 
seemed the antithesis of punk music. 
Straightaway Billy told Aucoin that he re- 
fused to do videos and be packaged and 
sold on television like a box of cereal. 
And further, he was committed to making 
yet another album with the band. So, ac- 
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cording to Aucoin, he managed Gen X 
“in secret.” 

The secret became notorious in early 
1981 after the commercial failure of the 
group's last album, Dancing with Myself. 
Abruptly Billy abandoned the band and 
went to New York as a solo act. Aucoin 
now plotted Idol's future “basically the 
same way | set up things for Kiss.” Set- 
tling down in the midst of the carnival ele- 
ment of the East Village, Billy went to work 
rerecording several Generation X favor- 
ites on a mini-LP called Don't Stop. Re- 
leased in autumn 1981, the album be- 
came popular in dance halls though 
seldom played on the Top 40 stations 

One night Billy met unemployed Amer- 
ican guitarist Steve Stevens in a club 
where Stevens had purposely hung out 
in order to fraternize with the Gen X vet- 
eran. Stevens was exactly what Billy 
needed to launch his career in the States: 
an American filter through which to sift 
his ideas. Eventually, the two began 
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One night it's great 
having a wank, one night it’s 
great screwing some 
bird, one night it’s great 
getting a blow job.

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composing together. With Stevens's help, 
Idol finally put together a backup band 
and was able to release his first solo al- 
bum in May 1982. However, only one 
song, "Hot in the City," hit the Top 40, and 
then Chrysalis's changeover from inde- 
pendent distribution to CBS made the re- 
cord virtually unavailable between De- 
cember 1982 and February 1983. 

But Aucoin always knew that if it meant 
preserving his career, Billy Idol would 
become Billy the Idol. Strongly counsel- 
ing a high-quality video, Aucoin got 
Chrysalis Records to shell out the 37,000- 
pound expense. White Wedding was 
made in England and directed by David 
Mallet, the creator of David Bowie vid- 
eos. Released in February, the video was 
played relentlessly on MTV: hypnotic im- 
ages of a bride riding in agleaming black 
Rolls and anticlerical wedding scenes, 
punctuated with the mordant humor of 
toasters and walter faucets—those tame 
conventions of connubiality—exploding. 
The single “White Wedding" made it into 
the Top 40. Music stations that had been 
resisting the punk were now excitedly 
prottering Billy Idol. 

Chrysalis faced a dilemma. More Billy 


Idol material was needed immediately, 
although their artist was only just begin- 
ning to conceive his new album. After 
some deliberation, it was decided to re- 
release the first mini-album, using its 
popular lead song “Dancing with My- 
self,” now a three-year-old tune, as the 
basis of a new video. At the time Billy, a 
great fan of the film Texas Chainsaw Mas- 
sacre, was keen to exchange ideas with 
its director, Tobe Hooper. After a few 
meetings, which raised sparks between 
the two headstrong personalities, a 
working formula was agreed upon, the 
budget set at a whopping $80,000, and 
the video was created. Aired on MTV in 
August 1983, it steadily gained in popu- 
larity, while the twice-released single was 
finally able to catch a low rung on the 
charts. 

Yet Idol's personal polemics, as seen 
in the video version of “Dancing with My- 
self,” have aroused expressions of grave 
concern by the National coalition of Tele- 
vision Violence, the scourge of televi- 
sion’s improprieties. The video was rated 
overtly misogynist as well as unneces- 
sarily violent. Part of the coalition’s dis- 
dain was a reaction to Hooper directing 
the video in his characteristically apoc- 
alyptic vein. The central sequence of the 
three-minute Dancing with Myself fan- 
tasy features a group of ghoulish danc- 
ers surrounding Billy on top of a building 
and clawing the edge of a stage apron. 
Like a blond monster, he takes a jolt of 
electricity from two ducts and, galva- 
nized by the force, blows the zombies off 
the roof; they then magically regenerate, 
scale the building once again, and end 
up dancing subserviently before him. The 
most controversial scene, though lasting 
only a few seconds, is of a woman in 
chains with a rope around her neck, 
struggling behind a transparent screen. 

“They don't seem to realize that the 
woman in bondage is Oktobriana.” Billy 
protests, Oktobriana, an image of femi- 
nine strength, has always been his sym- 
bol. “Oktobriana is so important to my 
thinking she appears on my station- 
ery.... The idea of being tied up is re- 
lated to all of us, to our own bondage 
Anyway, lots af women in this society are 
kept down—and I'm saying it shouldn't 
be that way. Peaple think the video is too 
violent. But what it is is too appealing. Not 
violently appealing, but appealing in 
general. Adults superimpose their own 
experiences over what they see as hor- 
rible. They've already been tied up so 
they're genuinely afraid. And in the video 
it's the idea that society is violent and the 
end of the world is happening and that 
violence is what holds people together. 
And what we say at the end is what it 
should be—dancing, music, and happi- 
ness. And above us, as we're dancing, is 
the banner of Oktobriana.” 


Billy is late for his interview at Trader Vic's 
in Manhattan, held over by a personal 
appearance at Tower Records, where his 
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presence attracted so many fans thal 
whole squadrons of police were needed 
to contain the potentially riotous situa- 
tion. Idol had been asked to remain at 
the store long enough lo accommodate 
all those who had been waiting in 
subfreezing temperatures for signed al- 
bums. Nattily dressed, Bill Aucoin pre. 
cedes Idol's late arrival by a few mo- 
ments, chatting softly of his client's latest 
opportunities 

Suddenly Billy sweeps in, his near-se- 
pulchral paleness enlivened for a change 
by a suntan, his aquiline nose burned— 
he has just spent a week relaxing in St 
Thomas Heedless of Trader Vic's dress 
code, he wears a maroon haik thal cloaks 
his shredded black angora sweater, co- 
auetlishly baring one shoulder. The outtit 
is as calculated and iconoclastic as Au- 
coin's temperament and dress are decid- 
edly conservative. The two men speak a 
few words to one another, with warmth 
and respect, the raw jerky explosiveness 
of Billy Idol complemented by the silken- 
mannered Aucoin. Indeed, one sees Billy 
Ido| as Aucoin's prodigal son returned, 
tamed in a perceptible way. Aucoin zips 
off, telling Billy he will be at home later; 
Billy is left with the option of ringing him 
up at any hour he chooses. 

The contrast is equally striking be- 
tween Idol and the wrinkled Polynesian 
waiters who refill drinks and with shaky 
hands serve him his strict vegetarian re- 
gime of steamed vegetables, regarding 
him with beneficent curiosity. He orders 
a white-caconut-and-rum cocktail, which 
arrives in an iced glass shaped like a cur- 
vaceous woman, as the subject of his at- 
titude toward women (as well as sex) is 
raised 

“| don't like people who demean sex,’ 
Billy says heatedly, looking at the glass. 
“Once a woman interviewing me asked 
if | had had any sexual failures... and | 
said, ‘Look, basically, | don't think there’s 
any failure—it's all success. | think it's 
only an element of degree how you get 
on with people.’ One night you can be 
actually brilliant and the next night shit 
with the same person. Sex isn't any- 
thing wonderful and magical, it's not any- 
thing terrible and awful. It’s kind of in be- 
tween. One night it's great having a wank, 
ane night it's great screwing some bird, 
one night it's great getting a blow job. 
What's the big problem?" 

As outspoken as he is about his sex- 
uality, he still clings to his personal life, 
trying lo ward off public scrutiny. He has 
been involved with Perri Lister tor years. 
She is a former dancer with the group Hat 
Gossip, which performed weekly on the 
Kenny Everett Show in Great Britain. Al- 
though in America Billy is the celebrity, 
in England the couple have been fea- 
tured in newspaper photographs with Billy 
reterred to as “Perri Lister's boyfriend.” 
Ii was Perri Lister who portrayed the bride 
in the White Wedding video. 

In light of Billy's choice to live in Amer- 
ica, the couple has had to tace long pe- 


riods of separation, their lives divided by 
careers bound respectively to each 
country and by those several-week 
tches when Billy is on the road. Only 
recently has Perri seen the possibility of 
acquiring steady work, which would al- 
low her to live in America on a permanent 
basis. As for Billy, he has sought com- 
panionship on a nightly basis for much of 
the three years he's spent in the United 
States. 

“Look at those two birds," he remarks, 
“they've been looking at me. Are they 
young?" Suddenly growing sheepish, he 
says, "| don't know quite what to do to- 
night. | always feel like picking up some 
extra birds, fora laugh That's my trouble 
Perr's a great bird. She's really sexual 
she is. | like girls who are really fucking 
wild. Cool birds are always a little bit way 
out. I'm sure Penthouse readers will like 


to hear Billy Idol says coo! birds are way 
out, Even I'd want to read that.’ 

Outside the Plaza, Billy waits for a cab 
among elegantly dressed men and 
women, suddenly made smaller by the 
hotel's opulence. Peaple begin to smirk 
and frown at his bristled hair, his swaddle 
of shreds and cloaks. He seems out of 
place. But he is oblivious lo such scornful 
allention 

What used to be clothing to him has 
now become costume; what used to be 
attitude has now become affectation. And 
this is probably not the ast the Plaza Ho- 
tel will see of Billy Idol, a performer who 
has cleverly managed to survive. Maybe 
a year from now he'll want to dine at Lu- 
tece, which will require compromise: a 
sport coat. Perhaps the punk will slowly 
fall away, leaving just another fabricated

Penthouse: |sn't there the danger, now- 
ever, that "terrorism" may be a buzzword 
comparable to “Communism” or “Com- 
munist infiltration” as used by McCarthy? 
That. in waking up to what's happening, 
the administration may overreact? 
Sterling: | agree. completely. There's def- 
initely the threat that this can grow to 
menacing proportions. But were in a 
grave situation because we cant not do 
anything, We have to react, recognize and 
identify the problem. It comes back to the 
public's understanding of the phenome- 
non, If the public really understands ter- 
rorism it won't stand still for a fascist re- 
action, what's commonly meant by police 
state control. Why? Because ultimately 
terrorism’s whole purpose is to force 
democratic societies into calling out more 
cops.
